SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of accounting - The accounting policies of the Town of Dorset 
conform to generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental 
units. The accrual basis of accounting is followed (with minor exceptions) by 
all funds other than the General Fund which utilizes the modified accrual basis 
of accounting. 


General fixed assets - The basis of the various items comprising 
property and equipment is recorded at original cost where available, or at 
estimated cost, replacement value or market value as most readily determinable. 


Property and equipment shown in the Statement of General Fixed Assets 
excludes property and equipment items relating to the Dorset School District, 
i.e., school land and buildings, equipment, etc. 


Retirement plan - The Town of Dorset funds pension cost accrued of 
its contributory retirement plan covering all full-time employees. Such Town 
employees are members of the state administered Vermont Employees' Retirement 
Fund. Prior Service cost under the plan is being amortized over 30 years.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
TO THE TOWN OF DORSET — 1976 - 1977 


This is my fifth annual report to the citizens of Dorset. 


Federal and State funds have continued to support the Reading Coordinator, 
Speech Therpay and Consulting Teacher Programs operated by the Bennington- 
Rutland Supervisory Union in order to provide assistance to children who have 
reading, speech or learning problems. Compensatory reading and mathematics 
programs in the summer were also operated under Title | of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act. 


The Board of School Directors have adopted written policies for Discipline, 
Student Supervision, Field Trips, Public Relations, School Closing, School Visi- 
tors and Selection of Instructional Materials. The Board will be considering other 
policies during the next school year. 


The Vermont Department of Education requires Industrial Arts and Home 
Making as part of an approved curriculum for students in the seventh and eighth 
grades. At the present time, the Dorset Elementary School is not able to offer 
such instruction since there are no facilities available. In order to provide these 
programs, the Dorset Board of School Directors are proposing a cooperative ef- 
fort with Union District #23 (Currier Memorial School in Danby) and the Mt. 
Laurel School in Manchester, whereby students would attend classes twice a 
week at the Mt. Laurel School where there are such facilities. The expense for 
the operation would be shared proportionately among the three schools in ac- 
cordance with the number of students enrolled. This cooperative approach would 
provide Industrial Arts and Home Making instruction at the lowest possible cost. 


A year ago the faculty of the school instituted the Exemplary Center for Read- 
ing Improvement Program for the instruction of reading, language, spelling, writ- 
ing and penmanship. This program has proven to be of value and has been 
continued for another year. 


Last year revenue sharing funds became available for the use of the school to 
construct a storage shed. This structure is now in full use and is a valuable addition. 


We do wish to thank the Dorset Aiders for their untiring efforts to support 
the programs of the school. 

We greatly appreciate the continued interest and support of the citizens of Dor- 
setand the Board and the staff of the school and Supervisory Union will continue 
to keep the well-being and education of your children as their highest priority.

REPORT OF BURR AND BURTON SEMINARY 
Prepared for the Town of Dorset — January, 1977 


As of December 15, 1976 there were 77 students enrolled at the Seminary 
from the Town of Dorset: grade 12, 18 students; aoe 11, 15 students; grade 10, 
19 students; grade 9, 25 students. 


Two residents of Dorset are active members of the Board of Trustees. Mr. 
Terry Tyler is Chairman of the Budget Committee and serves on the Buildings 
and Grounds Committee. Mrs. Judith Taylor was appointed this past year to the 
Board of Trustees and has been exceptionally active and responsible working with 
the Curriculum Committee. This Committee makes recommendations to the ad- 
ministration on curriculum matters. 


It has been an exciting school year for the Seminary in that much needed 
facilities are in progress. The new E.H. Henry Physical Education Center has 
been opened and work has begun on a Cafeteria — Commons area that will 
also serve as a multi-purpose room, seating up to two hundred people comforta- 
bly. This, in turn, gives us space to double the size of the school library which is 
bulging at the seams. A plan has been formulated to develop a new and proper- 
sized Soccer. Field adjacent to the girl’s field in back of the school. Also, a new 
off-street parking area was constituted to relieve congestions and dangerous situa- 
tions on the streets around the school.

The trustees of Mt. Laurel are pleased to report another progressive year for 
the school, now in its 18th year of operation. There are 34 students enrolled for 
the 1976-1977 school year, 8 from Danby, 8 from Pawlet, 8 from Arlington, 4 
from Manchester, 2 from Rupert, 1 from Sunderland, 2 from Dorset and 1 from 
Sandgate. For study and training they are classed in these following age groups: 
6-8-9-12, and. over 12 years of age. 


The excellent full time staff includes three professional teachers and two 
teacher’s aides responsible for classroom instruction; plus a practical nurse, cus- 
todian and bus driver. There are also four part-time para-professional instructors 
who conduct very important home economics, work-shop, music and speech 
therapy activities. In addition, there are three volunteer workers who assist in 
the various educational and training programs. 


Mt. Laurel’s basic program as a ‘‘Special School’’, is designed over-all to pre- 
pare each student mentally and physically to be as self-sufficient as possible for 
later years. Essential therefore, are such features as the vocational and workshop 
training required of older pupils, the health program for all, including periodic 
physical examinations, and the 6 week summer school classes providing both 
educational and recreational activities. 


Attractive brochures illustrating Mount Laurel’s program and history with 
action photographs are available free on request to anyone further interested in 
the school’s activities.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MANCHESTER RESCUE SQUAD, INC. — 1976 


During the year 1976, the Manchester Rescue Squad responded to a new rec- 
ord of 446 calls for emergency medical assistance (78 more than the previous 
year), expending 1,111.2 man-hours and traveling 19,766 miles to complete these 
calls. Of these calls 223 were classified as ‘“emergency’” situations; 75 as ‘‘emer- 
gency transportations’’; 77 as “‘transportations’’; and 67 as situations or events 
for which the Rescue Squad was requested to ‘“‘stand-by”’ in case an accident 
might occur. The locations of these calls were as follows: 284 in Manchester, 108 
in the Dorsets, 7 in Rupert, 8 in Danby, 7 in Winhall and Peru, 10 at Bromley, 1 
in Sunderland, and 22 in return trips from area hospitals. 


During this year the Squad welcomed six new members: Gary Dubuque, Bill 
Finn, Jim Kinsey, Steve Thurston, Jan VanLoon, and Glenn Warren. Four more 
members of the Squad completed Emergency Medical Technicians training: Chips 
Callaway, James Colgan, Allen Hazelton, and Charles Skiptunas. Seth Bongartz 
also completed training as a First Aid Instructor. Thus the Squad’s overall quali- 
ficiatons for emergency care for the sick and injured are the best ever. 


In January, we received the new Horton ‘modular’ ambulance. This type of 
vehicle meets the highest Federal criteria in design for emergency care vehicles, 
and will greatly facilitate our effectiveness in bringing the best possible emergen- 
cy medical care. The Revenue Sharing funds ($6,250.00) requested and voted at 
the last Town Meeting were used to defray the cost of the materials required to 
construct the new East Wing on the Squad building to house the new “modular”’ 
ambulance. We wish to express our gratitude to the Town for demonstrating 
their support for our work by voting us those very necessary funds. 


This year our training equipment was greatly enhanced by the donation of a 
new Recording Annie for CPR training in memory of Victor Bennett. And in 
November the Squad invested in the purchase of Motorola ‘‘Minitor” Pocket- 
pagers for each of the members with a grant from Putnam Memorial Hospital. 
These néw Pocketpagers will greatly assist Squad members in being alerted to 
calls for emergency medical assistance and in responding more rapidly.

REPORT OF THE DORSET NURSING ASSOCIATION, INC. 
July 1, 1975 — June 30, 1976 
The Town of Dorset Nursing Association, Inc., continues to provide commun- 
ity nursing to all age groups in Dorset and appreciates the financial assistance 
($2000 in 1976 ) extended by the Town. To reach the agency’s goals of preven- 
tion of illness, restoration of health, and the care of the chronically and termin- 
ally ill, the following services have been provided during the past fiscal year: 


Home Health Services — Nursing - 1,580 visits — Physical Therapy - 194 visits — 
Occupational Therapy - 97 visits — Homemaker-Home Health Aide - 295 hours — 
Loan of equipment whenever necessary. 

Well-Child Services — Monthly Well-Child conferences for children ages 1 month 
to 21 years include physical examination, immunization, and a wide range of 
screening procedures including hearing and vision, blood test for anemia and 
urine testing. Forty-one Dorset children are registered. 


Dorset Elementary School Program is implemented by a nurse at school ap- 
proximately 2 hours per day. Included are physical examinations for 5th graders, 
immunizations (with written parental consent) for all students, throat culture 
program, record keeping, hearing and vision screening, dental program, pré- 
school physicals, and first aid administration. 


Office Visits for Health Care — Checking blood pressure or allergy injections — 
141 visits. 


Community Health Education — In conjunction with the Dorset Aiders, the 
United Church of Dorset and East Rupert, and The United Counseling Service, 
The Dorset Nursing Association sponsored a Drug, Alcohol, and Youth Forum, 
held at the Dorset Elementary School in October - November, 1975. 

Volunteer Program — Our volunteers, covering driving for doctor’s and dental 
appointments, well-child conferences, office work and packing and delivering 
Christmas baskets, served a total of 875 hours. 


Funding — Our services are funded by private contributions, Medicare, Medicaid, 
Major Medical Insurance, Memorials, interest from the Bertha Dillon Fund, in- 
terest from the Endowment Fund, Office on Aging, Town of Dorset School 


District and Revenue Sharing. 
To all interested women, the agency nurses will be teaching self-breast exam- 
ination. in the agency office and clinic settings in the near future. 


As a result of renovating the garage in January, 1977, the agency office has a 
new entrance, a new treatment room, and storage area. This added space on the 
first floor will enable the agency to better meet the needs of the community. 
Please stop in and see the new facilities.

REPORT OF DORSET 
PLANNING COMMISSION AND ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT — 1976 


The Planning Commission, responsible for continuing evaluation and adminis- 
tration of the Zoning By-Laws which were adopted by the Town in 1973 with 
subsequent amendments, has met 14 times during 1976, examining all permits 
issued, working with applicants with special problems, and reviewing site develop- 
ments plans for cluster, commercial and municipal facilities. The Planning Com- 
mission has been represented at all Act 250 hearings, 


In addition, members have attended workshops and informational meetings 
sponsored by the Bennington County Regional Commission and State agencies, 
in efforts to become better informed on land-use principles and matters of 
County-wide concern. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment considers appeals for variances from strict 
application of the zoning ordinance under criteria set forth in the Vermont 
Statutes, and also applications for conditional uses In accordance with the By- 
Laws. 


The Bennington County Regional Commission directors continue to be of in- 
valuable assistance in supplying information, precedents and advice. Availability 
of the BCRC cartographer and staff in mapping and mimeographing, for the cost 
of materials only, helps keep down zoning expenditures. Members of the Plan- 
ning Commission and ZBA appreciate the Town’s support through sharing in the 
funding of the BCRC.

July 1,1975 — June 30, 1976 


Bennington Opportunity Council is grateful for the sum of $2,200.00 from 
General Revenue Sharing Funds approved by the voters of Dorset at town meet- 
ing 1976 to support our work. In spite of escalating costs and growing numbers 
of persons needing services, BOC’s funding from federal sources has not increased 
in eleven years; therefore, those supplemental funds which we receive from the 
towns we serve are vital to the continuation of these needed services.

Legal Aid is 
located in the BOC offices at 310 Main Street on Tuesdays by appoint- 
ment. Vermont Dental Care Clinic services are available to residents of 
Dorset aged 3-18 years. A BOC funded food stamp certification worker 
is available in Dorset for home visits to determine eligibility for the food 
stamp program, and will be at Manchester Health Services office on 
Monday mornings. A senior craft shop (‘‘Creations by Generations”) is 
co-funded by BOC and the Office on Aging. 


Approximately 51% of the clients served in Dorset were low income below 
age 60; 49% were senior citizens.

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BENNINGTON COUNTY REGIONAL COMMISSION 
Annual Report to the Town of Dorset — January, 1977 


The BCRC provided technical assistance in several areas. Most notable was 
staff advice in the interpretation of the zoning by-law for the planning commis- 
sion and zoning board of adjustment. In some instances, amendments to the 
zoning were discussed to clarify the by-law, and site plan reviews were conducted 
periodically. The Town will soon have to consider the flood protection require- 
ments of the flood insurance program thru the adoption of a regulation that 
meets minimum standards. The BCRC will provide assistance in this matter. 


Considerable time was spent with local officials in preparing grant applications 
under the Federal Public Works Employment Act. Should this program continue, 
Dorset will be in good shape to submit applications. The BCRC was instrumental 
in establishing the Southwest Economic Development District in an attempt to 
stimulate and foster employment opportunities. An economic data audit of the 
region (1976) proved to be highly successful. 


Of region-wide importance is the two-year demonstration rural bus system 
that provides some service to Dorset residents. In addition, a feasibility study is 
now underway to determine whether or not fuel and other chemical products 
can be converted from solid waste and wood wastes. If successful, it could help 
reduce the costly and land consuming practice of sanitary landfills. 


With the completion of ortho photos of southwestern Vermont, a workshop 
will be conducted early in the year for their use in tax mapping.

To see if the Dorset School District will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money not to exceed $9,400.00 to provide an Industrial Arts - Home Economics 
program for the seventh and eighth grade. 

To authorize the School Board to borrow money by issuance of notes 
not in excess of anticipated revenue for the school year. 

Article 6. To see if the legal voters will authorize the collection of property tax 
for the Dorset School District Budgetary Fund, 2 on or before October 7, 1977, 
the second % on or before March 9, 1978, at no discount and delinquent interest 
@ 1% per month. 

Article 7. To determine what compensation the Town School District will pay 
its officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 8. To act on the budget as prepared by the School Directors. 
Article 9. To transact any other business proper to come before this meeting.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Selectmen’s report traditionally reviews the accomplishments and 
tribulations of the past year. We here capsulize them in order to present 
future plans for the Towns consideration. 


The remainder of the 1976 flood and mudslide debris was cleaned up by 
the local river crew. The Sheldon Brothers and Leland Hazelton labored long 
and hard to build the new Town Shed and re-roof the old shed. Now all town 
equipment when not in use is protected from the elements and vandalism. It 
should be pointed out that due to the planning and shopping of Town Manager 


Vernon Squiers and the real efforts of all who worked on the building, the 
final cost was $12.50 per square foot, somewhat less than similar structures 
which are presently contracted at $30.00 and up. Well done! 


Thanks to matching funds and the cooperation of the voters, three miles 
of town highway were resurfaced with hot mix which, while more expensive, 
has proven far more durable and long-lived than the old reseal. 


The historical plaque on the school grounds was dedicated in July, and 
once more the Grafton Band and a square dance made it a memorable 
occasion. Plaudits to Arthur Gilbert, Warren Murray, and the Bicentennial 
Committee. 


And now for 1978: This is the year our Grader should be replaced. The 
price of a new machine has risen from $55,000. to $87,000. in the last 3 years; 
however, the equipment fund plus $15,000. asked for under Revenue Sharing 
should do the trick. Also we ask you to vote $3,500. for signs to mark our 
streets and roads. This identification has been urged by our fire departments 
and rescue squad as well as new-comers and visitors to Dorset. 


A small piece of land behind the Town Office has been offered as a play- 
ground for the young people of East Dorset who for years have had only Peru 
Street and the church lawn. The $3,000. revenue sharing request will 
provide for the filling, grading, and fencing of this lot and possibly the 
construction of a basketball court. Hopefully a similar area can be developed 
for the west side in the near future, maybe on the Cutler property. 


These are the projects that make a selectman’s job a pleasure, par- 
ticularly so in that with the use of revenue sharing they can be funded 
without increasing property taxes. 


Lastly: a plea for the zoning change sought by George Wallace - not for 
the profit of the developer but to benefit our Grand List and enhance the 
prospect of jobs for our citizens, and to fulfill the need for controlled growth 
of our Community as pointed out by Henry VanLoon at the November 
hearing.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of accounting - The accounting policies of the Town of Dorset con- 
form to generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units. 
The accrual basis of accounting is followed (with minor exceptions) by all funds other 
than the General Fund which utilizes the modified accrual basis of accounting. 


General fixed assets - The basis of the various items comprising property 
and equipment is recorded at original cost where available, or at estimated cost, 
replacement value or market value as most readily determinable. 


Property and equipment shown in the Statement of General Fixed Assets 
excludes property and equipment items relating to the Dorset School District, i.e., 
school land and buildings, equipment, etc. 


Retirement plan - The Town of Dorset funds pension cost accrued of its 
contributory retirement plan covering all full-time employees. Such Town employees 
are members of the state administered Vermont Employees' Retirement Fund. Prior 
service cost under the plan is being amortized over 30 years. 
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SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT — 1977 - 1978 


Your school directors and the dedicated staff of the Dorset School have 
endeavored during the past year to continue their policy of seeking and pro- 
viding the finest basic education available for the children of Dorset. 


As mandated by the Vermont State Board of Education, the school’s staff 
has been preparing tests for “basic competency” in the three R’s for all 
grades. In addition, a course of study in mathematics with a checklist which 
indicates the student’s progress has been drawn up. A similar course of study 
has been made for English. 


Industrial Arts and Home Economics for junior high have been started. 
These popular programs, under the volunteer direction of Mrs. Tremper and 
Mr. Bremer have been paid for by Federal Funds. 


Extracurricular activities: Field hockey, soccer, basketball and softball 
continue. Gymnastics and dramatics are planned for the future. The past 
summer’s program, in conjunction with the Manchester Elementary School, 
offered a diverse number of activities ranging from sports to crafts. This 
program, in which over 100 children from Dorset participated, will be 
repeated next summer. 


The gracious monetary gifts of the Dorset Aiders, an invaluable adjunct 
of school life, have made possible assemblies which have increased the 
children’s knowledge of crafts, ballet, music, poetry, dance and theater. 

Working toward our constant goal of the best education possible for our 
children within our means, the staff, school directors and the Supervisory 
Union have worked together to try and achieve that goal. 

As our school reaches its twentieth birthday, we wish to thank Mr. 
McWayne and his staff for the fine manner in which the school is maintained. 


The Board thanks the teachers, Mrs. Mach and Mr. Houlihan for their 
efforts in making this past year a harmonious and productive one.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
TO THE TOWN OF DORSET — 1977 - 1978 


This is my sixth annual report to the citizens of Dorset. 


New appointments to the staff of the Dorset Elementary School for the 
1977-1978 school year were as follows: Mr. Francis Dechame, grade 4; Mr. 
Philip Hyjek, English, Grades 7 and 8, Science, grade 6; and Mrs. Mary 
Holden, Librarian. 


In an effort to provide some experience in Home Economics and 
Industrial Arts, two of our teachers volunteered to provide instruction in 
these areas. Both Mrs. Pamela Tremper and Mr. Ronald Bremer have been 
working with seventh and eighth grade students since September. Both 
teachers are to be commended for their efforts and the quality of work the 
children have accomplished since facilities and equipment are limited. Some 
small tools and sewing machines have been purchased through Title IV, B, of 
the Elementary and Secondary Education Act. The Supervisory Union, 
through Federal funds, has secured the services of an aide in the area of 
Career Education and Industrial Arts to assist in the implementation of these 
programs. 


Last summer, the Dorset School District joined the Manchester School 
District in conducting a summer program which was highly successful. We 
hope to continue to provide a similar program in the summer of 1978. 


The Consulting Teacher, Reading and Speech Therapy Programs were 
continued for another year. These programs are operated by the Bennington- 
Rutland Supervisory Union to provide assistance to those children with 
learning, reading or speech problems. 


This year all Vermont schools must start to maintain a record for each 
student indicating the achievement of basic competencies in the areas of 
Reading, Writing, Speaking, Listening, Mathematics and Reasoning. The 
State has indicated that in 1981 mastery of the Basic Competencies will be 
one of the requirements for graduation from high school. These competencies 
are those which the Vermont Department of Education has determined as 
essential to enable further learning and functioning in our society. The 
curriculum in our schools provide for courses of study which permit students 
to acquire many more skills and abilities than these mandated minimums. 

Once again, we wish to thank the Dorset Aiders for their untiring efforts 
to provide for additional supplies, equipment and experiences for the children 
of the Dorset School. The work of the Aiders has been a real plus for the 
school’s program. 

The citizens of Dorset are fortunate in having a Board of School 
Directors and a staff which are dedicated to providing each and every child 
with the best education possible.

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REPORT OF BURR AND BURTON SEMINARY 
Prepared for the Town of Dorset — January, 1978 


Two new facilities were completed in 1977 with the help of contributions 
from numerous Dorset people. The library is a joy to work in and the 
cafeteria gives us much needed room and a pleasant place to eat. 


Mr. Pear! left Burr and Burton in August to become a Superintendent of 
Schools in the Ludlow area. The Board appointed Don B. Otis as Acting 
Headmaster while a Search Committee seeks a person for the permanent 
position. 

We are trying out a Diversified Occupations program in cooperation with 
the Mt. Laurel School that is working out very well. We also have started a 
work program relationship with the Smokey House Project in Danby that is 
very beneficial to some youngsters. 


Developmental Math and Science courses have been instituted for those 
people who need extra help and attention in developing skills in these fields. 


As of January first, there were 80 students enrolled at the Seminary 
from the Town of Dorset as follows: 


Grade 12 — 16 
Grade 11 — 20 
Grade 10 26 
Grade 9 — 18 


Once again, the Seminary thanks the community for its support and 
hopes that this will continue in the future. 


MOUNT LAUREL SCHOOL REPORT — 1977 


The trustees of Mount Laurel are pleased to report another progressive 
year for the school, now in its 19th year of operation. 


The students enrolled for the 1977-78 school year are from Arlington, 
Danby, Dorset, Manchester, Pawlet, Rupert, Sandgate, and Sunderland. For 
study and training at Mount Laurel, they are classed in age groups 6—8, 
9—12, and 13—17. 


The excellent full-time staff includes three professional teachers and two 
teacher’s aides, responsible for classroom instruction; plus a practical nurse, 
custodian and bus driver. There are also four part-time, para-professional in- 
structors who conduct very important home economics, work-shop, music 
and speech therapy activities. In addition, there are three volunteer workers 
who assist in the various educational and training programs. 


Supplementing the full academic program are many special events of 
considerable importance, some of which are new experiences for most of the 
children. They include: annual Christmas party with record attendance of 
over 200 students, staff, parents, and community representatives; various 
field trips to places of special interest, picnics, sports and gardening 
activities. The summer camping program now in its ninth year, is a highlight 
for the students, eager to return the next time. 


Mount Laurel’s basic program as a “special school” is designed overall to 
prepare each student mentally and physically to be as self-sufficient as 
possible for later years. Essential, therefore, are such features as the 
vocational and work-shop training required of older pupils, the health 
program for all, including periodic physical examinations, and the six-week

summer school classes providing both educational and recreational activities. 
This year ten students were transferred to Burr & Burton Seminary, Level 4 
group, as part of the new “diversified occupational” program. 

Each month during the school year, teams of trustees inspect the 
physical facilities and the educational and training programs of Mount Laurel, 
to maintain continued high quality, effectiveness, and safety. Under the 
supervision of the Vermont State Education Department, outside 
professional people are utilized to provide a complete evaluation of the school 
and its entire program, their recommendations are now being implemented 
on a long-range basis. The trustees and the staff are gratified with the 
continued high rating of Mount Laurel and express their appreciation to the 
many people, and to the increasing number of local organizations who support 
the school in various ways.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MANCHESTER RESCUE SQUAD, 
1977 


1977 was another record breaking year for the members of the Man- 
chester Rescue Squad. This year we responded to a total of 555 calls, spent 
over 2,874 man-hours, and traveled 25,685 miles to complete these calls. The 
breakdown of the type of calls is: 311 Emergency, 63 Immediate transporta- 
tion, 97 Transportation, and 84 Miscellaneous (Fire Standby, etc.) Of these 
calls: 331 were from the Manchester area; 130 from the Dorsets; 9 from 
Rupert; 22 from the Danby/Mt. Tabor area; 19 from the Bromley/Peru/Win- 
hall area; 1 from Arlington; 1 from Pawlet; and 42 return transportations 
from hospitals. 


During the year the Squad welcomed 4 new members: Walter Haney, 
William Downey, James Harrison, and Ronald Morell. This year we have 
instituted a new training program which will further strengthen and update 
theSquad’s overall preparedness to deal with an even broader range of 
emergency situations. In this connection, we recently added to our equip- 
ment two pairs of Military Anti-Shock Trousers which will be of life-support- 
ing assistance to some of our patients on the long hauls to area hospitals. We 
have five members of the Squad who are currently working toward Intra- 
venous Certification through Rutland Hospital.

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REPORT OF DORSET 
PLANNING COMMISSION AND ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
1977 


The Planning Commission, responsible for administration of the Zoning 
By-Laws and preparation of amendments, met 17 times in 1977, including 
four site plan hearings and one zone change hearing, and participated in two 
Act 250 hearings. The Planning Commission reviews all permits, works with 
applicants to resolve special problems and constantly evaluates the By-Laws 
in the light of changing circumstances. Special studies included potential use 
of lands donated to the Town by Mrs. Gerald Cutler and two proposed district 
changes in the zoning map for which a special Town Meeting was held in 
December. 


In 1978 a review of the zoning ordinance will be undertaken as provided 
by ss 9.18 of the By-Laws, based on five years experience. 

William T. Burns, Zoning Administrator, reports 42 permits processed 
(24 residential, 4 commercial, 6 additions, 7 accessory buildings, one 
municipal shed). 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment, responsible for hearing appeals, 
authorizing permits for conditional uses and granting variances in accordance 
with State statutes, held 10 hearings for 11 applications (5 variances, one 
appeal and five conditional uses). 

The Bennington County Regional Commission, with its county-wide 
experience and close ties with State agencies, continues to be of invaluable 
assistance to both the Planning Commission and Board of Adjustment. 
BCRC-sponsored workshops help with understanding complex land-use 
problems. BCRC’s executive director, expert cartographer and staff are 
available for immediate consultation. Clerical assistance has helped keep 
mapping and mimeographing costs to a minimum. We urge approval by the 
Town of the sum recommended in the budget for Dorset’s share in funding 
the BCRC.

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BENNINGTON COUNTY REGIONAL COMMISSION 
Annual report to the Town of Dorset — January 1978 


The Staff of BCRC assisted the Dorset Planning Commission and several 
individuals with various zoning matters during the year, both in procedural 
questions and in proposed reclassification of areas. 


A composite flood hazard map was prepared for the Town. Dorset is 
participating in the Federal Flood Insurance Program, on an interim basis for 
three years. Continuing participation requires that Dorset pass a permanent 
ordinance defining flood hazard areas and regulating development within 
these areas. Participation in the program makes available subsidized flood 
insurance (for development in hazard areas), which is necessary for mortgage 
loans; and qualifies the area for disaster relief assistance. 

The BCRC staff assisted the Town in applying for a grant (which was not 
approved), under the Federal Public Works Employment Act, which would 
have provided funds for an expansion of the municipal building and for 
improvements in the East Dorset water system. (Bennington County re- 
ceived $3,692,000.) There is a possibility that another round of funds will 
become available next summer. 


The basic financial support for regional commission activities throughout 
the United States comes from H.U.D. In return for this, numerous studies of 
local conditions are requested, which help to supply information for national 
programs. One such study was a survey of housing. During the past year 
BCRC updated its report on housing for the region, which includes an 
inventory made during 1976, and recommendations for what is needed to 
satisfy housing needs in Bennington County in 1980. Much of the information 
is given for each town in the region. Here is an example: for September 1976 
through March 1977 the median selling price for a single family home in Benn- 
ington County was $39,000; in the Northshire it was $41,500. Copies of the 
Housing Study are available, as well as reports on several subjects, from the 
Regional Commission Office in Arlington.

The Shelter not only cares for those pets 
that are abandoned or unwanted, but it a refuge for the lost and strayed until 
they can be claimed by their owners. The Society also investigates and at- 
tempts to remedy any complaints of abuse, neglect or mal-treatment of 
animals in all the towns throughout the county. 

We cared for eighty-one animals from Dorset last year, and a total of 
1961 for the whole area. 

The Board of Trustees and the Shelter personnel appreciate your con- 
tinued support in helping us to help those who cannot help themselves.

Additional 
services at the clinic include blood pressure, a urine test, and a blood test for 
anemia. To date, 54 ladies from the Dorset/Rupert area have received the 
service. The clinics may be attended on an appointment basis by calling 
867-4409. A representative from the agency is available for slide presenta- 
tions and the teaching of breast self-examination to ladies’ groups in the 
surrounding areas. The entire service is funded by the National Cancer 
Institute. 


We now have a Speech Therapist under contract to provide the service in 
the home. 


As of May 1977, Manchester Health Services became certified for out- 
patient physical therapy; persons from the surrounding areas can, upon 
orders from their physician, go into the Manchester Health Services’ office 
and receive physical therapy treatments such as whirlpool, ultra-sound and 
hot packs. The Dorset Nursing Association was involved in the planning of 
this much needed service, and has shared with Manchester Health Services in 
financing the two major pieces of equipment - the whirlpool and ultra-sound. 
A full-time Physical Therapist is now shared between the two agencies and 
provides physical therapy in the home as well as in the out-patient facility. 


Another new service is the Blood Pressure Clinic which is held monthly, 
usually in the late afternoon from 5-6 p.m. Watch newspapers and look for 
posters publicizing the dates. To date, attendance at the Blood Pressure 
Clinic totals 69 visits. 

The loan of durable, medical and small expendable equipment is a long 
standing service. Equipment purchased in the last 12-18 months include: 
Whirlpool, Whirlpool Chair, Ultra-sound, bed siderails, bed trapeze with 
floor stand, wheelchair, toilet seat extension, portable suction machine, and 
an otoscope. 

Home Health Services have been rendered as usual. During the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1977, staff members made 1,271 nursing visits; 116 
physical therapy visits; 91 occupational therapy visits and 155 homemaker 
home health aide visits. 


66 Dorset children, ages 1 month to 21 years, are enrolled in the monthly 
well-child conferences held in conjunction with the Vermont Department of 
Health at the United Church of Dorset and East Rupert. Services inclued: 
Physical examination by a pediatrician, immunizations (hearing, vision, urine 
and blood screening tests) as well as dental and mental health screening. The 
Well-Child Conference is an early periodic detection and treatment center. 


The Dorset Elementary School Health Program is implemented by a 
nurse’s attendance at school approximately two hours daily. The program 
includes, upon written parental consent, immunizations, physical examina- 
tions for fifth graders and pre-sport physicals. Other services include the 
throat culture program, hearing and visual screening, pre-school physicals 
and meetings of health needs including first aid administration as well as 
health counseling and health education. A Vermont Department of Health 
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Dental Hygienist provides an annual dental screening and dental education. 
The dental clinie was attended by 38 children this year. 


234 people visited the agency office by appointment for health care such 
as blood pressure reading, administration of medication or vaccines, or for 
health counselling. 


The multitude of services provided require a large number of volunteers 
from the community. During the past year a total of 25 volunteers served 
1,156 volunteer hours. It would be most difficult to carry on our program 
without the continual support of the corp of volunteers. 


The Dorset Nursing Association services are funded by private contri- 
butions, Medicare, Medicaid, Major Medical insurances, memorials, interest 
from the Bertha Dillon Fund and the Endowment Fund, Office on Aging, 
Social Rehabilitative Services, Town of Dorset School District, Revenue 
Sharing, The Comprehensive Employment and Training Act and the National 
Cancer Institute. A sliding fee scale is available for use for Home Health 
Services. No one is refused care because of inability to pay. 


The support of the residents of Dorset is greatly appreciated and, in 
anticipation of future support, we shall continue to provide care to all those in 
need of the agency’s health service.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report to the Citizens of Dorset 


It is the goal of the Health Department to protect and improve the health 
of all Vermonters by providing services to the residents of each town without 
charge. During the past year we have provided the following services to the 
people of Dorset: 

205 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and 
received personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 66 
children received preventive health examinations and counselling. Treatment 
for 82 children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the Tooth 
Fairy and Denticaid Program. 438 persons were immunized against swine flu. 
15 children received diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hear- 
ing, cardiac, and other conditions. 2 children received diagnostic and inten- 
sive follow-up services for suspected physical and/or mental retardation. 10 
persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung disease. 8 blood 
tests were performed to identify women needing immunization against 
german measles (rubella) to prevent birth defects. 52 other diagnostic blood 
tests, and 14 bacteriological and viral cultures were performed. 79 tests were 
made for drinking water quality. 37 people received nutritional education and 
food supplements. 15 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer.

RETIRED SENIOR VOLUNTEER PROGRAM [RSVP] 


Dedication and quality of service by twelve Dorset RSVP volunteers 
provided far-reaching, sometimes vital, assistance to individuals and 
organizations during the past year. 


In the case of a slow-learning, maladjusted Dorset child who needed 
specialized attention, two Dorset volunteers (and one from Manchester) 
provided transportation between Dorset and Manchester twice a day, two 
times a week for one year so that the child could have structured activity and 
companionship at a day care center. The result, a vastly improved child able 
to take part and enjoy improved scholastic and social activities. 


Another volunteer, expert in work with the deaf, consulted with a 
teacher and the director of a day care school that had its first deaf enrollee. 
She also worked with the child. 


Other services provided by the volunteers included help with the Dorset 
Elementary School hot lunch program; aid to the Manchester Town Office in 
setting up an historical file of minutes of selectmen’s meetings; work at Crea- 
tions By Generations Craft Shop; and transportation for the Nutrition Meals 
Program. 

The $750 Revenue Sharing Funds contributed by Dorset to RSVP made 
it possible to carry through these volunteer activities by helping in part to 
provide: Staff supervision of one part-time coordinator, office supplies, 
telephone service, volunteer back-up expense, transportation reimburse- 
ment, insurance, and recognition. 

RSVP is grateful for this assistance and would welcome the participation 
of Dorset officers and residents as to how it can further serve the town and 
members of its retirement-age population.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


A revision committee was appointed to study possible revisions of the Zoning By- 
Laws as required by law every five years of those towns that have a zoning ordinance. 
This task was undertaken by five appointed individuals in the community in record 
time, considering the work to be done. 

The board of selectmen wish to relay their congratulations and thanks for a job 
well done. Members of that committee were: Arthur Gilbert, Kathleen Ludlam, 
Robert Sheridan, Calvin Skinner, and Ernest Edgerton. 

This past year was the year for Dorset to get its new grader; however, due to the 
exorbitant price of these machines, $70 - $85 Thousand, the Town Manager has 
considered the feasibility of replacing worn parts and tires on the old machine. His 
feeling is that this could be done at relatively little cost and prolong the life as much as 
five years. 

A new policy was adopted by the Board for the collection of delinquent taxes. 
This policy has taken up much of the Board’s time, and especially that of Robert 
Thum, who headed this committee. Geoffrey Chapman and Robert Thum initiated 
the project. The policy was tested this summer with very good results. A good portion 
of the $24,299. surplus that appears in the final figures of the operating budget of the 
town is directly attributable to this plan, and, most important, to the efforts of Harold 
Beebe, who made this plan work in its formative stage. This policy is planned to help 
future boards of selectmen have a consistent policy to enable the town to collect its 
taxes currently. 

As you have probably noticed, the new street signs were erected with some name 
changes being made by petitions from individuals living on those streets. The cost of 
the signs and erection expenses ended up being something less than the amount 
allotted by vote from Revenue Sharing. The balance was set aside in a separate 
account for the ongoing maintenance of these signs. 

The effort continues to come up with the best possible plan for the Cutler 
property. The board has had representatives from the Fish & Game as well as the State 
Forestry departments in for surveys and comments. 

The projected 1979 tax rate based onthe present grand list is .38¢ per hundred, I¢ 
higher than the 1978 list. This increase is based primarily on the budgeted $10,000 
figure for the replacement of Bridge #31 on Dorset Hollow Road, scheduled for 1979 
construction. The town is being asked to put up $10,000. with the state matching 
$40,000. for this project. With the 1979 Grand List change “picking up the increased 
real estate values”, the tax rate should be .36¢ per hundred valuation, I¢ less than last 
year.

DECEMBER 31, 1978 


SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of accounting - The accounting policies of the Town of Dorset 
conform to generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental 
units. The accrual basis of accounting is followed (with minor exceptions) by 
all funds other than the General Fund which utilizes the modified accrual basis 


of accounting. 


General fixed assets - The basis of the various items comprising 
property and equipment is recorded at original cost where available, or at esti- 
mated cost, replacement value or market value as most readily determinable. 


Property and equipment shown in the Statement of General Fixed Assets 
excludes property and equipment items relating to the Dorset School District, i.e., 
school land and buildings, equipment, etc. 


Retirement plan - The Town of Dorset funds pension cost accrued of its 
contributory retirement plan covering all full-time employees. Such Town en- 
ployees are members of the state administered Vermont Employees' Retirement Fund. 
Prior service cost under the plan is being amortized over 30 years. 
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SCHOOL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 1978-1979 


Prior to the close of school last year, we were advised that Mrs. Eileen Stouter, 
our first grade teacher who had 1|1 years with the Dorset Elementary Schooland Mrs. 
Dorothy Weber, our third grade teacher who had been with us for 16 years would 
retire on June 30th, 1978. It is interesting to note that Mrs. Weber was originally hired 
as a Junior High School teacher and was responisble for the start of our Physical 
Education Program. We know that their many students and friends wish them many 
happy years of retirement. 

In concert with two teacher representatives of Vermont Teachers Association and 
a paid negotiator of the Teacher’s Unton, your school board served by two of its 
members and the, Superintendent of Schools, negotiated a two year contract with its 
teachers beginning in September, 1978. There was good faith bargaining from both 
sides, and we believe that the negotiated contract was fair to both parties. 

As reported in our report of 1977-78, extracurricular activities of gymnastics and 
dramatics were planned to augment the extracurricular sports activities. The 
gymnastic program has been implemented and is well received. The summer program 
offered in conjunction with the Manchester Elementary School is being reviewed. The 
program was not as well attended last summer as it was the first summer. In light of 
this, we have budgeted a sum necessary to support the program but are looking into 
alternative programs such as having our own program in Dorset. 

We continue to be grateful to the Dorset Aiders, whose generous financial 
support has enabled us to attract matching funds from the Vermont Council of the 
Arts. These combined funds have made possible four assemblies in dramatics, music 
and dance as well as having in residence, to work with each class, an artist,a poetanda 
writer.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
TO THE TOWN OF DORSET 
1978-1979 


This is my seventh annual report to the citizens of Dorset. 

New appointments to the staff of the Dorset Elementary School for the 1978-79 
school year were as follows: Mrs. Gail Borchers, Kindergarten and Art; Mrs. Judith 
Bowen, Grade 1; Mr. Michael Russo, Grade 3; and Miss Mary Stouter, Librarian. 

At the end of the last school year two very fine teachers retired from the faculty of 
the school. Mrs. Dorothy Weber and Mrs. Eileen Stouter devoted many years of their 
professional life to the education of the children of Dorset. We shall miss them and we 
wish them every happiness in their retirement years. 

On September |, 1958, the Dorset School District issued School Construction 
Bonds in the amount of $160,000. On September 1, 1978, the last bond in the amount 
of $8,000 matured and was retired, and there is no longer any remaining debt on the 
original school building. 

After 20 years, the Dorset Elementary School and grounds are in an excellent 
overall condition. This is due in large measure to the school administration and School 
Board’s desire to have a school in which the community can take pride, and an 
excellent on-going program of preventive maintenance and to the dedication of the 
custodial staff, under the direction of William McWayne. 

The proposed school district budget for the next fiscal year starting July 1, 1979, 
is presented in a different format to comply with reporting requirements of the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare, as well as the Vermont Department of 
Education. The categories in the current budget, the 1978-1979 year, have been 
adjusted to assist in comparing the present and proposed budget items. However, 
many items which were previously totaled together are now divided into new 
categories so an item by item comparison is difficult. 

Dorset is a member district of the Bennington-Rutland Supervisory Union and 
therefore participates in programs operated by the Supervisory Union. These 
programs are Reading, Speech Therapy and Consulting Teacher, which are aimed at 
assisting children with reading and speech problems, or who are handicapped. We are 
making every effort to identify and provide every handicapped student with an 
appropriate educational program. 

The school is indeed fortunate in having the Dorset Aiders asa community group 
interested in the school and its programs. Their support has enabled the school to 
broaden the educational program for its students. 

The Board of School Directors and the staff of the school are devoted to 
providing an excellent education for each and every child. Their efforts have been truly 
outstanding.

After a year long search, a new Headmaster has been found, appointed and has 
begun duties as of July. His name is Robert G. Kennedy and he comes from upstate 
New York. He and his family live in the Headmaster’s house on campus. 

All new construction has been completed and a major addition, a vocational 
facility, is being considered for funding by the current state legislatures. 

The Diversified Occupations program has been working well and has been moved 
on campus. A renewed effort to better meet the needs of our gifted students has begun. 
Burr and Burton students received more advanced placement credits this year thc... 
any other comparable high school in the State. 

Discussions are currently being resumed between B.B.S. Trustees and schogl 
officials regarding the question of warning B.B.S. as Dorset’s designated high school. 

Dorset paid $150,762.88 in Tuition to Burr and Burton for the 77-78 school year. 
No income from the ongoing Capital Gifts Campaign has been used for operating 
expenses. No tuition income has been used for the construction program. 

The Seminary remains thankful for the support it has received from the Dorset 
community and invites any questions or visits from town residents.

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ANNUAL MOUNT LAUREL SCHOOL REPORT — 1978 


The trustees of Mount Laurel are pleased to report another progressive year for 
the school, now in its 20th year of operation. 

The students enrolled for the 1978-79 school year are from Arlington, Danby, 
Dorset, Manchester, Pawlet, Rupert, Sandgate, and Sunderland. For study and 
training at Mount Laurel they are classed in the following age groups: 6—8, 9—12, 
and 13—17 years of age. 

The excellent full-time staff includes four professional teachers, two teacher’s 
aides, and a practical nurse. There are also four part-time para-professional 
instructors who conduct very important home economics, work-shop, music, and 
speech activities and three volunteer workers who assist in the various educational and 
training programs. 7 

Supplementing the full academic program are many special events of 
considerable importance: the annual Christmas party with record attendance of over 
200 students, staff, parents, and community representatives; various field trips to 
places of special interest; picnics; sports; and gardening activities. The summer 
camping program now in its 10th year is a highlight for the students, eager to return 
each season. 

Mount Laurel’s basic program as a “special school” is designed to prepare each 
student mentally and physically to be as self-sufficient as possible for later years. 
Essential, therefore, are such features as the vocational and workshop training 
required of older pupils, the health program for all, including periodic physical 
examinations, and the six-week summer school classes providing both educational 
and recreational activities. This year, ten students were transferred to separate 
facilities at Burr & Burton Seminary comprising the Level 4 group as part of the new 
“diversified occupational” program under the direction of Mount Laurel teachers. 

Each month during the school year, teams of trustees inspect the physical 
facilities and the educational and training programs of Mount Laurel, to maintain 
their continued high quality, effectiveness, and safety. Under the supervision of the 
Vermont State Education Department, outside professional people are utilized to 
provide a complete evaluation of the school and its entire program. Their 
recommendations are now being implemented on a long-range basis. The trustees and 
the staff are gratified with the continued high rating of Mount Laurel, and express 
their appreciation to the many people, and the increasing number of local organiza- 
tions who support the school in various ways. 

The Directors include: Harold R. Bixler, East Rupert; Mrs. Vernon Carabeau, 
Sr., Danby; Rev. Robert L. Clayton, Manchester Center; Mrs. Emily K. Johnson, 
Danby; George P. Ludlam, East Dorset; Dr. Abraham Madkour, Manchester Center; 
Walter J. McNamara, South Dorset; Mrs. William C. Nawrath, Manchester Center; 
G. V. Seymour, Dorset; Paul Todtschinder, Manchester Center; Mrs. Robert E. 
Treat, Manchester Depot; and Thomas P. Whalen, Arlington. Also, Superintendent 
of Schools, Edward F. Houlihan, who participates in the meetings of the Board of 
Directors and the Executive Committee, of which he is a member. Dr. Abraham 
Madkour was elected president of the Board for 1978-79.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 


Annual Report to the Citizens of Dorset 


The established mission of the State Health Department is to protect and 
promote the health of all Vermonters. In working towards this goal, the Vermont 
Department of Health has provided directly, or assured the provision of, preventive 
health services to communities across the state. During 1978, the following services 
were received by the residents of Dorset: 

206 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and received 
personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. Public Health Nurses 


made 4 individual public health visits to 3 persons. 204 doses of vaccine were supplied 
to school nurses and other public clinics. Through the Handicapped Children’s 


Program, diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other 
conditions were provided to 14 children. Through the Child Development Clinic, 2 
children received diagnostic and intensive follow-up services for suspected physical 
and/or mental retardation. 7 persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung 
disease through the Barre, Rutland or other Health Department chest clinics. Dorset 
Elementary School was inspected for the presence of asbestos. 

The Health Department Laboratory in Burlington provided: 7 blood tests to 
identify women needing immunization against German Measles (Rubella) to prevent 


birth defects, 84 other diagnostic blood tests, 59 bacteriological and viral cultures, 24. 


tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking water quality. 

48 people received nutrition education and food supplements through the Special 
Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants and Children (WIC). 2 children 
underwent medical evaluation and treatment through the Early Periodic Screening, 
Diagnosis, and Treatment Program (EPSDT). 2 women were examined for cervical 
and breast cancer through the Cervical Cancer Screening Program.

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REPORT OF TOWN OF DORSET NURSING ASSOCIATION 
Annual Report for the Fiscal Year July 1, 1977 - June 30, 1978 


The goals of community nursing are the prevention of illness, the restoration of 
health and the care of the chronically and terminally ill. To reach these goals the 
following services and number of visits were provided to Dorset residents: Nursing - 
1407; Physical Therapy - 269; Out-patient physical therapy department at Manchester 
Health Services, Inc. - 118; Occupational Therapy - 157; Speech Therapy - 1; 
Homemaker - Home Health Aide - 464; Pap Smear - Breast Self Examination Clinics 
(5) - 57; Monthly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics - 120; Monthly Well child 
Conference also WIC enrollment - 105; Office Visits - 240. 

The loan of equipment has become a major service of the Town of Dorset Nursing 
Association, Inc. (DNA). Equipment either purchased or donated this past year 
includes: an invalid three position reclining chair, hi-lo bed and mattress, two 
wheelchairs, portable intermittent positive pressure breathing machine, 
sphygmomonometer, walkers, and crutches. We are very appreciative of all 
equipment that has been donated. There is no charge for this service. 

The Dorset Elementary School health program is implemented by a nurse’s 
attendance at the school approximately two hours daily. The program includes, upon 
written parental consent, immunizations, and fifth grade and pre-sport physicals. 
Other services include the throat culture program, hearing and visual screenings, a 
dental clinic as well as the meeting of health needs by first aid administration, health 
counseling and health education. A Vermont Department of Health dental hygienist 
provides a dental screening and dental education. 

Thirteen children received immunizations. Thirty six children attended the dental 
clinic. As a result of the hearing and visual screening six referrals were made for a 
possible visual problem, and three referrals were made for a possible hearing problem. 
The Well-Child Conference gives examinations by a Pediatrician, screening tests and 
immunizations. 

A corp of approximately thirty volunteers, including a chairman who coordinates 
the activities, assist staff members in carrying out services by: transportation of 
children to dental clinics, staffing of the well-child conferences, school immunization 
clinics, pap smear and breast self examination clinics, influenza vaccine clinics, school 
visual and hearing screenings, transportation to medical appointments when no 
family member is available, transporting of health services equipment, office work, 
building maintenance, and packing and delivering of Christmas boxes. It would be 
most difficult to carry on services without the continual support of the volunteers. We 
are most appreciative of their time which is given so generously. 

A major and effective means of assuring the quality of health care provided is 
through staff members’ participation in continuing education programs. Some of the 
programs attended by the staff members this year include: Cardio-pulmonary resus- 
citation certification and recertification, Chronic Obstructive Lung Disease, 
Extended Respiratory Assessment, and Arthritis, Counseling and Communication 
Skills. 

DNA represents Community Health on the Bennington County District 
Advisory Council (DAC) of the Health Policy Corporation. One of the purposes of 
the DAC is to assess the health needs of Bennington County and participate in formu- 
lating the Vermont State Health Plan. A priority goal is that a person receive health 
care in an appropriate setting. The emphasis is on caring for a person in his home 
whenever possible and admitting to a nursing home or hospital only when the home 
setting with home health and medical services will not meet the person’s needs. 
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Shortening necessary stays in nursing homes and hospitals is also emphasized. 

DNA’s services to Dorset residents this past year were funded by private contrib- 
utions, Medicare, Medicaid, major-medical insurances, Blue-Cross/ Blue-Shield, 
memorials, interest from the Bertha Dillon Fund, and the DNA Endowment Fund, 
Office on Aging, Social Rehabilitation Services, Vocational Rehabilitation, National 
Cancer Institute, the Dorset School District, Revenue Sharing, and the Comprehen- 
sive Employment Training Act. 

A sliding fee scale is available for determing payment for services when the 
recipent is not covered by insurance. No one is refused care because of the inability to 
_pay. The generosity of Dorset residents during the fund drive assures the community 
of the availability of services to all Dorset residents. 

Ten percent of the total number of home visits made by staff members the past 
fiscal year were not reimbursable by insurance. We anticipate an increase in this figure 
due to the increasing emphasis on health care within the home setting. 

The support of the residents of Dorset is greatly appreciated, and, in anticipation 
of future support, we shall continue to provide care to all residents of Dorset in need of 
the agency’s services.

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REPORT OF DORSET 


PLANNING COMMISSION AND ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
1978 


Zoning By-Laws, adopted in 1973, provide for procedures through which growth 
of the Town proceeds within the framework of the Town Plan of Development. 
Cooperation by townspeople and developers is the key to how effectively the zoning 
ordinance serves the town in maintaining its quality environment for homes and 
businesses. 

Permits for land development (construction and change of use as set forth in the 
By-Laws) are obtained by applying to the Zoning Administrator. There is no fee 
charged for permits. In cases where public hearings are required, the Zoning Admini- 
strator will refer applications to the Planning Commission for Site Plan review, or to 
the Board of Adjustment for appeals, variances or conditional use permits. Where a 
public hearing is required, a fee of $10 is charged to cover the cost of newspaper 
notices. 

William T. Burns, Zoning Administrator, reports 43 permits issued in 1978 (20 
residences, 7 accessory buildings, 11 additions, 5 others). 

The Planning Commission, responsible for administration of the By-Laws, held 
10 meetings, including two hearings for Site Plan review and By-Law amendments. 
Special studies included Impact Study for new Route 7 Dorset connector and Flood 
Hazard Area regulations. The Planning Commission participated in two Act 250 
hearings and a Highway Department hearing. 

The Zoning Review Committee, a2 temporary committee appointed by the 
Selectmen in accordance with ss 9.18 of the By-Laws, held 8 meetings and one public 
hearing, and submitted recommendations to the Selectmen and Planning Commission 
for revisions in Zoning By-Laws to be presented for vote at 1979 Town Meeting, and 
for future study by the Planning Commission. 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment held 6 hearings (3 variances, 3 conditional use 
permits). This quasi-judicial body gives flexibility to literal application of the By-Laws 
within State-mandated guidelines, sets conditions where applicable, and hears 
appeals. 

The Bennington County Regional Commission (BCRC), with its County-wide 
expertise and close ties with State agencies, continues to be an invaluable source of 
advice, information and technical assistance. Research, mapping, mimeographing, 
would be costly and difficult without their help. We urge approval of Dorset’s share of 
BCRC funding.

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BENNINGTON COUNTY REGIONAL COMMISSION 


During 1978 the staff of BCRC continued to help the Dorset Planning 
Commission with its technical work. Two elements which you will see on the ballot on 
Town Meeting day area general update of the zoning regulations to clarify and correct 
a number of items for better administration, and a new section consisting of a flood 
plain ordinance for the Town. Greg Burke, the Director of BCRC helped our people in 
a number of the work sessions. 

BCRC also helped the East Dorset Fire District in preparing a request for a grant 
of funds to upgrade the water system, in line with Federal water quality standards. 

These activities are typical of the type of services BCRC offers, and which small 
towns need: quasi-legal consulting to produce local regulations which are consistent 
with federal and state statutes, and which will give the desired results in our 
application of them; and helping to wade through the technicalities of federal 
programs and opportunities for funding. " 

In the broader activities of helping to solve regional problems and promote 
regional interests, benefits accrue to towns jointly perhaps more than individually. 
This is what a regional commission is for: to help communities accomplish things 
together which might not be done at all or as well by separate units. This vehicle for 
cooperative action, with a body to take some initiative and provide leadership for the 
activity, is an important asset to local government. 

One example, certainly not an exclusive activity but a helpful one, is work on the 
Route 7 relocation. One meeting of the commission, with representatives from 
interested towns, public interest groups and the state highway department, was 
devoted entirely to this discussion, and a number of smaller meetings were held in 
addition. 

Another recent activity, begun in 1977 and actively pursued during 1978, is 
formation and promotion of three development groups in the area: the Manchester 
Development Corporation, the Bennington Down-town Improvement Corporation 
and the two-county Bennington-Rutland Development Corporation. What these 
groups do in their promotional efforts are important to the whole region. By working 
with BCRC as well as with local planning units, the results of these efforts serve growth 
as programmed. 

We feel the work of the Regional Commission is highly beneficial and we urge 
Dorset voters to continue their financial support of its activity. Further, participation 
by individuals in all of these activities is encouraged. It helps to represent Dorset’s 
interests. 

Presently Dorset has two commissioners. Each town is entitled to three. We 
would do better with three. How about it?

REPORT OF THE BENNINGTON COUNTY HUMANE SOCIETY, INC. 


Last year the Bennington County Humane Society, Inc., cared for 1,905 animals 
at the Ann Edwards Memorial Shelter: 996 dogs, 877 cats, 2 goats, 4 rabbits, 4 
hamsters, 13 white mice, | owl, | guinea pig, | hen, 2 pigeons, | crow, | raccoon and 2 
oppossums. 108 dogs and 13 cats were returned to their owners. 

One of the pigeons, whose wing was broken, stayed until it was healed, then he 
flew “off into the wild blue yonder”, once more happily free. The crow stayed until his 
clipped wing feathers grew enough for him to fly. The oppossums, raccoon and owl 
were released in wilderness areas. 

There were 26 dogs from Dorset, one less than the prior year, of which 20 were 
strays, and 17 cats, 37 less than the prior year. Maybe our message of spay and neuter is 
getting across to the people with cats! 

We place many fine animals in new homes. However not every animal is suitable 
for placement due to illness, bad temperament or other qualities deemed not suitable 
for a pet. Nor is every individual willing and capable of giving a pet a good home. We 
attempt to place the right animal in the right home. 

We keep all stray animals, unless ill or severly injured, a minimum of five days to 
give owners the opportunity to redeem them. 

We cooperate with the animal control officers of each town and furnish housing 
for those animals that must be impounded. The appropriation from Dorset is for the 
stray dogs that were not claimed by their rightful owners.

DORSET VILLAGE PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


Weare very grateful that in 1978 the voters approved an appropriation of $750 for 
the Library. In addition, a grant of $651 was received from the Vermont Department 
of Libraries, contingent upon such approval. 

For 1979, however, on a trial basis, we are only asking for a $250 appropriation 
_ from the Town and no grant from the State. Unexpectedly, we ended 1978 witha small 
surplus. Our budget for 1979 indicates operations should be about ona “break even” 
basis. 

The past year was another busy one and we believe that our fine staff, including 
many volunteers, did an excellent job. Book circulation was 19,760, a slight increase 
over the previous year. Books available for borrowing now total approximately 
12,150, which includes 916 new volumes. 


Active use of the McIntyre Gallery facilities was made by area artists and their 
fine exhibits attracted many people to the Library. 


Our constant effort is to be of ever increasing service to our community.

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NATIONAL FOREST REPORT 


Of Vermont’s 266,012 acre Green Mountain National Forest, about 1,450 acres 
are located in Dorset. The Towns receive 25% of all income from the sale of timber, 
recreation fees, etc. in addition to other payments in lieu of taxes. In Fiscal Year 1978 
(October 1, 1977 to September 30, 1978) the Town received $1,087.50. This may differ 
slightly from the amount shown elsewhere in the Town Report because of different 
fiscal years. 

On the Manchester Ranger District (southern half of the Forest), 225 free 
permits, each to cut up to ten cords of firewood, were issued. This number has been 
going down recently because people have difficulty finding dead wood near good 
roads. Under this program, green trees can not be cut. Many loggers and commercial 
wood cutters will deliver fire wood or uncut logs. The office at Manchester Center, 
telephone 362-2307, will supply a listing of loggers. — 

The National Forest conducts two youth work programs. A Youth Conservation 
Corps Camp at Mount Tabor conducts an eight week residential program for 40 high 
school age youth between June 24 and August 18. Interested students should contact 
their high school counselors. The Young Adults Conservation Corps employs young 
people not in school between the ages of 16 and 23 at the Manchester Ranger Station. 
If interested, contact your nearest Vermont Job Service office or call the Forest 
Service at 326-2307. 

In 1978, the Forest Service completed a review and evaluation of roadless areas 
(RARE II) for possible inclusion into the National Wilderness Preservation System. 
No logging, woodcutting and motorized travel is permitted in Wilderness areas. In 
Vermont, 55,000 acres in six parcels were identified as having Wilderness potential. 
On January 4, 1979, the Secretary of Agriculture, who oversees the Forest Service, 
released his recommendation. None of the six areas in Vermont was recommended 
for Wilderness. After seeking counsel from members of Congress and Governors, the 
Secretary sent the proposal to the President who will transmit the proposal to 
Congress. Only Congress has authority to designate Wilderness areas. Nation wide, 15 
million acres of National Forest land are proposed for Wilderness, approximately 
170,000 acres in New Hampshire’s White Mountain National Forest. Following a 
waiting period to allow Congress to react to the President’s recommendation, multiple 
use activities (logging, wood cutting, road construction, recreation developments) 
may be resumed in the six Vermont areas. This does not mean that all the Forest will 
now be logged or roads built into all areas. Considerable portions of the Green 
Mountain National Forest will be managed as Wild Areas.

SECTION 8: FLOOD HAZARD AREAS 


8.0 Purpose

8.1 Flood Hazard Area Map | 


In addition to the purposes of the zoning districts underlying the Flooc 
Hazard Areas, the purpose of this regulation is to protect the public healt}: 
and safety, persons and property against the hazards of flood wate! 
indundation, and for the protection of the community against the costs, whicl 
may be incurred when unsuitable development occurs in swamps, marshes: 
along water courses or in areas subject to flooding. | 


The Federal Insurance Administration Flood Hazard Boundary Map is here’ 
by declared to bea part of this regulation. However, the Town continues to re 
quest the appropriate Federal authorities to change the actuarial rate Zone / 
designation (area of special flood hazard) to actuarial rate Zone C (area 0° 
minimal flood hazard). 
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8.2 Permitted Uses 
The following open space uses shall be allowed, no permit required, within the 
Flood Hazard Area to the extent that they are not prohibited or controlled by 
other underlying sections of this By-Law, and provided that they do not 
require the erection of structures or storage of materials and equipment: 

a. Agricultural uses, such as general farming, pasture, orchard, grazing, out- 
door plant nurseries, truck farming, and forestry. 

b. Recreation uses, such as parks, camps, picnic grounds, tennis courts, golf 
courses, golf driving ranges, archery and shooting ranges, hiking and 
riding trails, hunting and fishing areas, game farms, fish hatcheries, wild- 
life sanctuaries, nature preserves, swimming areas, and boat launching 
sites. 

c. Residential uses, such as lawns, gardens, parking areas, and play areas. 


8.3 Review Procedure and Development Standards 

The construction, reconstruction, conversion, structural alteration, 
relocation, or enlargement of any building or other structure (including pre- 
fabricated units and mobile homes), or of any mining, excavation or land fill, 
and any change in the use of any building or other structure in the Flood 
Hazard Area may be permitted only by the Zoning Board of Adjustment as a 
conditional use in accordance with the procedures of ss 3.4.3 of this By-Law. 
Upon receipt of an application and plans, the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
shall transmit one copy to the Vermont Department of Water Resources, and 
shall consider all comments received from the Department of Water Re- 
sources. No zoning permit shall be issued prior to the expiration of a period of 
thirty days following the submission of the application to the Department of 
Water Resources. A report from the Planning Commission shall be made a 
part of the record of the conditional use hearing. 


Minimum Standards: In addition to the district requirements, the Board of 
Adjustment shall determine that the land development is: 

a) designed and anchored to prevent flotation, collapse, or lateral move- 
ment of the structure, 

b) constructed of materials and utility equipment that are resistant to flood 
damage, 

c) constructed using methods and practices that will minimize flood 
damage, 

d) consistent with the need to minimize flood damage, 

e) designed so that all public utilities and facilities such as sewer, gas, elect- 
rical and water systems are located, elevated and constructed to minimize 
or eliminate flood damage, 

f) designed so that adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce exposure to 
flood hazards, 

g) new or replacement water supply systems and/ or sanitary sewage systems 
are designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the 
systems and discharges from the systems into flood waters and that on- 
site disposal systems are located so as to avoid impairment of them or 
contamination from them during flooding. 


Additional Standards: In addition to the district requirements and minimum 
standards, the following standards may be required by the Board of Adjust- 
ment based on the best information available indicating the elevation of the 
100 year flood: 
a) The lowest floor (including basement) of residential buildings shall be 
elevated to at least one foot above the 100 year flood level. 
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b) The lowest floor (including basement) of non-residential buildings and 
other structures shall be elevated or flood proofed to at least one foot 
above the 100 year flood level. 

c) Water supply and/or disposal systems shall be designed or located to 
avoid impairment or contamination during flooding. 

d) Storage of materials or equipment may be permitted if not subject to 
damage by floodwater and firmly anchored or secured to prevent 
flotation. 

e) Fill may be permitted in the flood hazard area only when it can be demon- 
strated that flood flows will not be obstructed or diverted. No fill shall be | 

permitted in the floodway when identified except as a flood control 
measure. 


| 
Flood-proofing Measures: Flood-proofing measures may include, but are not ) 
limited to the following: . 
a) Anchorage to resist flotation and lateral movement. | 
b) Reinforcement of walls to resist water pressures. | 
c) Use of water-tight doors or bulkheads. | 
d) Use of water-resistant building materials. 
e) Installation of pumps to control seepage. 
f) Installation of check valves in building drains. . 
g) Provision of flood shields or other temporary measures to close off | 
entrances and other openings during flooding. 


Additional Requirement: Base flood elevation data is required for all | 


subdivision proposals greater than 50 lots or five acres for that portion that 
lies within the designated Flood Hazard area. | 


8.4 Burden of Proof 
In reviewing the proposed land development, the burden of proof shall be on 
the applicant. 


8.5 Prohibited Uses | 
Junkyards as defined in 24 VSA, 2068, and solid waste disposal sites shall not | 
be permitted within the flood hazard area.

8.6 Application Requirements | 
Applications shall include in addition to any other requirements of this By- | 
Law, plans in triplicate drawn to scale showing the nature, location, 
dimensions and elevations of the lot, plat or parcel, existing and proposed 
structures, fill and storage of materials, flood proofing measures and the rela- 
tionship of the above to the location of the channel, the flood hazard area, and 
(based on the best information available) the elevation of the 100 vear flood. A 
valley cross section showing the streamchannel and elevation of land adjoin- 
ing each side of the channel and areas occupied by the proposed develop mew 
may be required. 


8.7 Precedent of Law 
Where this regulation imposes a greater restriction upon the land develop- 
ment, the provisions of this regulation shall control. 


8.8 Administration and Enforcement 
The provisions of this regulation shall be administered and enforced as 
provided in the section on Administration and Enforcement of these Town of 
Dorset Zoning By-Laws. 
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8.9 Disclaimer 
These regulations shall not be construed to imply that areas outside of the 
Flood Hazard Areas, or land uses permitted hereunder within such Flood 
Hazard Areas, will be free from flooding or flood damage. No permit issued 
hereunder, or development permitted in accordance herewith, shall create any 
liability on the part of the Town of Dorset or any officer, agent or employee 
thereof. 


8.10 Annual Report to Federal Insurance Administration

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Theselectmen’s policy for the collection of delinquent taxes has been put into effect 
to its fullest degree, with the Board working closely with the tax collector. Harold Beebe 
has turned over to Town Counsel all delinquent taxes prior to the most recent 
assessment. Those delinquent will be pursued to the full extent of the law. 

A new five year contract was signed to assure the town of an unlimited supply of 
sand and gravel for use on its roads, and at a very favorable price as compared to what 
other towns are now paying per yard. 

A statement of policy was formulated to cover the use of town equipment. This 
policy gives the Town Manager the operating latitude to use equipment in the best 
interest of the town. 

The Board worked hard to establish a list of priorities for Revenue Sharing dollars, 
guidelines of importance as to safety, health and education. The prime consideration is 
for the Revenue Sharing grant to save the town’s taxpayers either current or future tax 
dollars by using these revenue funds for one-time, new, replacement, or repair expense, 
and not for operating cost. Applicants were asked to be much more specific in their 
requests than in the past. 

The Board completed the reclassification of the last class-four roads to trails during 
this past year, thereby saving many possible future tax dollars. 

The Town purchased two new dump trucks and a new pick-up this last summer, at 
very favorable prices, thanks to the efforts of Town Manager Vern Squiers.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of accounting - The accounting policies of the Town of Dorset 
conform to generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to government: 1] 
units. The accrual basis of accounting is followed (with minor exceptions) by 
all funds other than the General Fund which utilizes the modified accrual basis 


of accounting. 


General fixed assets - The basis of the various items comprising 
property and equipment is recorded at original cost where available, or at 
estimated cost, replacement value or market value as most readily determinable. 


Property and equipment shown in the Statement of General Fixed Assets 
excludes property and equipment items relating to the Dorset School District, 
i.e., school land and buildings, equipment, etc. 


Retirement plan - The Town of Dorset funds accrued pension cost of 
its contributory retirement plan covering all full-time employees. Such Town 
employees are members of the state administered Vermont Employees' Retirement 
Fund. Prior service cost under the plan is being amortized over 30 years. 
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SCHOOL DIRECTORS REPORT 1979 - 1980 


The annual report of the Dorset School Directors to the town usually summarizes 
the high points and changes which have taken place in the school district over the past 
year. 

This year we would like to devote our report to the most outstanding change of the 
past year. It is the retirement at the end of the academic year of Mrs. Helen Mach as 
principal of the Elementary School. 

For 25 years Mrs. Mach has served Dorset as teacher and principal in the best 
traditions of the teaching profession. During these years she has seen many academic 
and physical changes take place. For the past 22 years these changes have taken place 
under her supervision and sdministration as principal. The present superiority of the 
school can be, in large part, attributed to Mrs. Mach’'s outstanding ability and 
commitment to educational excellence. 

Always a firm believer in the basics of elementary education as well as the 
introduction of fine arts to pupils, Mrs. Mach has also insisted on consideration for 
others, good manners and discipline, and this has resulted in the achievements and high 
calibre of past and present students. Her tenure as principal has been marked by loyalty 
to staff, pride in pupils and school and an obvious love of her job. 

It would be remiss of this Board (and we feel we may speak for past Boards) if we did 
not note that Mrs. Mach has made our jobs easier by her comprehensive knowledge of 
the school and its problems, her willingness to implement new policies and programs, 
her sensitivity to community attitudes and her hard work. Her counsel has been 
invaluable. Her skill as administrator is proved by the smooth operation of the school. 
Her ability and enthusiasm has lightened the Board’s task immeasurably. 

Perhaps no other person has been more closely identified with the Dorset School 
and its outstanding status today, which is a tribute to her abilities and devotion. 

We want Mrs. Mach to carry with her into her well-earned retirement, the knowledge 
that the town of Dorset extends its appreciation, respect and care to an outstanding 
person who has done a truly exemplary job.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
TO THE TOWN OF DORSET 


This is my eighth annual report to the citizens of Dorset. 

During the past year, representatives of the School Boards in the Bennington- 
Rutland Supervisory Union and of the Burr and Burton Seminary Trustees, along with 
staff members, have continued planning for a proposed Vocational Education Facility at 
Burr and Burton. Last year, support from the Vermont Department of Education and 
Vermont Board of Education was secured. Representatives of the committee have made 
two appearances at hearings held by the Vermont House Education Committee. We 
hope that the Vermont Legislature will appropriate the funds requested so students at 
Burr and Burton will have the same access to vocational programs as do most other 
secondary students in Vermont. } 

In 1977, an inspection by the Vermont Health Department of the spray on ceilings in 
the Dorset School for asbestos content was negative. A more detailed inspection of the 
ceilings by the Department of Health conducted recently, has now resulted in the 
identification of a 10% to 25% asbestos content. While this condition does not pose any 
immediate health problem, a recommendation has been made that spray on portions of 
the ceilings be removed or covered. 

In addition, another inspection in regard to the accessibility of the building for the 
handicapped has indicated that some changes are needed in order to comply with 
requirements for a barrier-free facility. Further information is being obtained to 
determine how best to solve these problems as weli as to provide for the best means to 
conserve energy. Proposals for these renovations will be presented to the electorate ata 
special meeting of the Town School District in the Spring of 1980. 

After having served as Principal of the Dorset Elementary School for 22 years, Mrs. 
Helen Mach has announced that she will retire at the end of the current school year. Mrs. 
Mach has a well deserved reputation throughout the State as an outstanding 
administrator and instruction leader. We shall greatly miss Mrs. Mach and we do wish 
her every happiness in the future. 

This is the second year that the school budget has been prepared in the new format 
required by State and Federal Agencies. 

The only staff change was due to the addition of an extra day of music instruction. 
Mr. Robert Mouland was appointed to this one day position. 

The Board of School Directors, staff and administration have directed their efforts 
towards providing for the education and well being of your children. We all appreciate 
the support and interest of the citizens of Dorset.

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REPORT OF BURR AND BURTON SEMINARY 
Prepared for the Town of Dorset - January 1980 


Several replacement faculty members have been appointed since last year: Martha 
Fleming, Diversified Occupations; Robert Gasperetti, Industrial Arts; Judy Meiers, 
Diversified Occupations; Chris Morse, Business Education; Sara Rath, Spanish; Claire 
Reczek, Reading; Frances Swano, English; Lisa Darling, Library. 


Overall school enrollment is up unexpectedly by about 5% to 425 students and 
enrollment will probably jump again next year. 


One of the most popular departments this year has been the Music department 
under the direction of Ed Sutton, although there is still room for additional young 
musicians. 


The Modern Foreign Language department, which offers four years of German, 
French and Spanish, has experienced a significant enrollment increase. Trips are 
planned this year to Switzerland, France and Germany. 


A renewed emphasis on basic learning for incoming 9th graders, with help from the 
Bennington-Rutland Supervisory Union and the State Department of Education, has 
been accomplished with a Title | reading teacher and part-time Special Educator. 


A Booster Club was formed at the Seminary and began sponsoring activities for 
both adults and students. Pep buses, awards dinners and an “All Sports Program” are 
some of the club’s accomplishments to date. Parents and friends of the Seminary are 
encouraged to join. 


A limited number of copies of the revised Burr and Burton Student Handbook are 
available for distribution free upon request. It offers some insight into the school’s 
programs and practices. 


Dorset paid $185,299.44 in tuition to Burr and Burton for the 78 - 79 school year. As 
in the past no tuition income has been used for the recently completed construction 
program. 


The Seminary remains anxious to discuss its programs, successes and failures with 
members of the Dorset community. Residents are encouraged to call or visit.

We have examined the financial statements (Exhibits A through D) of the 
Town of Dorset School District as of June 30, 1979. Our examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


As described in Note 1, the District's policy is to prepare its financial 
statements on the basis of cash receipts and disbursements; consequently, certain 
revenue and the related assets are recognized when received rather than when earned, 
and certain expenses are recognized when paid rather than when the obligation is 
incurred. Accordingly, the accompanying financial statements are not intended to 
present financial position and results of operations in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 


The District has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, and 
accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets is not included in the financial 
statements. 


In our opinion, except for the omission of the general fixed asset group 
of accounts, the financial statements referred to above present fairly the assets 
and liabilities arising from cash transactions of the Town of Dorset School District 
as of June 30, 1979 and the revenue collected and expenses paid during the year then 
ended, on the basis of accounting described in Note 1, which basis has been applied 
in a manner consistent with that of the preceding year.

MOUNT LAUREL SCHOOL REPORT — 1979 


The Trustees of Mount Laurel report another progressive year for the school, now 
in its 21st year of operation. 

The students are from Arlington, Danby, Dorset, Manchester, Pawlet, Rupert, 
Sandgate and Sunderland. For study and training at Mount Laurel, they are classed in 
the following age groups: 6-8, 9-12, and 13-17 years of age. 

The excellent full-time staff includes professional teachers and teacher's aides, 
responsible for classroom instruction; a practical nurse, a custodian and bus driver. 
There are also part-time para-professional instructors who conduct home economics, 
work-shop, music, and speech therapy activities. In addition, there are volunteer 
workers who assist in educational and training programs. 

Supplementing the full academic program are many special events of considerable 
importance. They include: annual Christmas party, with attendance of students, staff, 
parents, and community representatives, plus various field trips to places of special 
interest, picnics, sports, and gardening activities. The summer camping program now in 
its 11th year is a highlight for the students. 

Mount Laurel’s basic program as a “special school” is designed overall to prepare 
each student mentally and physically to be as self-sufficient as possible for later years. 
Essential, therefore, are such features as the vocational and workshop training required 
of older pupils, the health program for all, including periodic physical examinations, and 
the six-week summer school classes, providing both educational and recreational 
activities. During the last two years a group of the students were transferred to separate 
facilities at Burr & Burton Seminary comprising Level 4, as part of the new “diversified 
occupational” program under the direction of Mount Laurel teachers. 

Each month during the school year, teams of Trustees inspect the physical facilities 
and the educational and training programs of Mount Laurel. Under the supervision of 
the Vermont State Educational Department, outside professional people are utilized to 
provide acomplete evaluation of the school and its entire program. The Trustees and the 
Staff are gratified with the continued high rating of Mount Laurel, and express their 
appreciation to the many people, and to the increasing number of local organizations, 
who support the school in various ways. 

The Directors are: Harold R. Bixler, East Rupert; Mrs. Vernon Carabeau, Sr., Danby; 
Rev. Robert L. Clayton, Manchester Center; Mrs. Emily K. Johnson, Danby; George P. 
Ludlam, East Dorset; Dr. Abraham Madkour, Manchester Center; Past President Walter 
J. McNamara, South Dorset; Mrs. William C. Nawrath, Manchester Center; Mrs. Richard 
D. Olmstead, Manchester Center; Manchester School Board Chairman, Michael A. 
Powers, Manchester Center; G. V. Seymour, Dorset; Paul Todtschinder, Manchester 
Center; Mrs. Robert E. Treat, Manchester Depot; and Attorney Thomas P. Whalen, 
Arlington. Also, Superintendent of Schools, Edward F. Houlihan, who participates in the 
meetings of the Board of Directors and the Executive Committee, of which he is a 
member. Dr. Abraham Madkour was re-elected president of the Board for 1979-1980. 

Under Federal and State requirements, the students at Mount Laurel will be 
integrated into the respective local schools as part of the “mainstreaming program,” of 
which the Burr & Burton group is the first part. 

Studies are now under way to complete and evaluate the special education proposal 
for pre-school handicapped children, ages 0-5 years, called an Essential Early 
Education Program, to be operated at Mount Laurel starting in the Fall of 1980 as 
proposed by Superintendent Houlihan, on behalf of the Bennington-Rutland 
Supervisory Union. This plan covers staffing, regulations, guidelines, and budgeting— 
now under State review and limitation. It will also indicate the use of the present Mount 
Laurel facilities for the next school year. 

Attractive brochures illustrating Mount Laurel’s history and program with action 
photographs are available free upon request to anyone further interested in the school’s 
activities.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 


The established mission of the State Health Department is to protect and promote 
the health of all Vermonters. In working towards this goal, the Vermont Department of 
Health provides or assures provision of preventive health services to communities 
across the state. During 1979, the following services were received by the residents of 
Dorset: 

200 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and received 
personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 5 persons 
received services through the Maternal and Child Health Program. 81 persons 
received nutrition education and food supplements through the Special Supple- 
mental Food Program for Women, Infants, and Children (WIC). 13 children 
underwent medical evaluation and treatment through the Early Periodic Screen- 
ing, Diagnosis, and Treatment Program (EPSDT). 32 women were examined for 
cervical and breast cancer through the Cervical Cancer Screening Program. 
Through the Handicapped Children Program, diagnosis and treatment services 
for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were provided to 5 
children. Through the Child Development Clinic, 2 children received diagnostic 
and intensive follow-up services for suspected physical and/or mental retarda- 
tion. 7 persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung disease through 
the Barre, Rutland, or other Health Department chest clinics. 


The following services were provided by the Health Department Laboratory in 
Burlington: 9 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against 
german measles (rubella) to prevent birth defects. 47 other diagnostic blood tests. 
32 bacteriological and viral cultures. 34 tests of individual and municipal water 
systems to monitor drinking water quality. 


The Occupational Health Division conducted asbestos inspections at Dorset 
Elementary School. 


Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Services to 
your Town Health Officer, Susan Palmer. Your Town Clerk, Helen E. O’Donovan, 
received support and instruction in the handling of vital records from the division of 
Public Health Statistics. 

Although no Dorset residents participated, the following Health Department 
programs are also available to your community: 

The Fluoride Rinse Program 
The Well Child Conference

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TOWN OF DORSET NURSING ASSOCIATION 


The Town of Dorset Nursing Association Inc. continues to provide community 
health services to all age groups in Dorset. The goals of community health include the 
prevention of illness, the restoration of health, and the care of the chronically and 
terminally ill. 

To reach the above goals, the following services were provided to Dorset residents 
within their homes during the past fiscal year:

D.N.A. also provides speech therapy service upon request. 

The many services provided by D.N.A. require a large group of active volunteers 
from the community. During the past year approximately 25 volunteers served a total of 
780 hours. Some of the activities include transportation to the school dental clinics and 
other medical appointments, staffing of well child conferences, assisting in the D.N.A. 
office, packing and delivering Christmas baskets, providing school hearing and visual 
screening, and staffing of influenza clinics and BSE - Pap Smear Clinics. Volunteer 
activities not included in the 780 hours are the transportation of medical equipment, 
minor office repairs, and the general coordination of volunteer activities. The hours that 
our volunteers give so generously are sincerely appreciated. In fact, it would be most 
difficult to carry on our programs without the continual support of the volunteers. 


The Dorset Elementary School Health Program 

This program, funded by the School District, is implemented by a nurse’s 
attendance at school approximately two hours daily. The program includes, upon 
written parental consent, immunizations and 5th grade physicals. Other services 
include reviewing and updating of health records, the throat culture program, scoliosis 
screening of 7th and 8th grades, visual and hearing screenings, and height and weight 
measurements. To insure adequate dental care for students in need, S.N.A. sponsors a 
dental clinic and a Vermont Department of Health Dental Hygenist provides a dental 
screening and denta! education for all students. As a result of providing a dental 
program over the past several years, in 1979, out of 183 children screened for visible 
dental decay, 12 (6%) were referred for dental treatment. Dorset Elementary School has 
the lowest rate of decay of any school in the Benington-Rutland Supervisory District. 

During the 1978 - 1979 school year: 12 children received immunizations. (Nearly all 
of the children are up to date, immunization-wise); 29 children attended the dental 
clinics (many of these children were given dental cleanings and check-ups only); 3 
referrals were made for possible visual problems; and 2 referrals were made for possible 
hearing problems. 


Other Continuing Programs 

Free, monthly, Well Child Clinic Conferences, with an average attendance of 20, are 
held at the united Church of Dorset and East Rupert. The conferences are jointly 
sponsored by D.N.A. and The Vermont Department of Health. 53 Dorset children are 
enrolled. The Department of Health sends one nurse to the clinic, furnishes all 
immunizations and pays the supervising pediatrician. To be eligible for state funds for 
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payment for the pediatrician’s services, D.N.A. is required to allow children from 
adjacent towns to attend our clinics. D.N.A. administers the service and provides the 
majority of the staffing and follow-up required. The WIC Clinics - Supplemental Food 
Program for Women, Infants and Children - are held in conjunction with The Well Child 
Clinic Conferences. 

Pap Smear - Breast Self-Examination Clinics are sponsored by D.N.A., The Vermont 
Department of Health and the Vermont Division of American Cancer Society, every two 
or three months at the D.N.A. office. A total of 57 women from the surrounding area - 29 
of whom resided in Dorset - attended the clinics this past fiscal year. As of October 1979, 
D.N.A. has a suggested $10 fee for the service, since federal funds are no longer 
available. No one is denied the service because of inability to pay. The processing of the 
Pap smear slides is funded by the Vermont Division of the American Cancer Society. 

Monthly free Blood Pressure Clinics are held at D.N.A. office. The attendance at the 
clinic is usually 7 to 12 Dorset residents. 

Office visits are available for blood pressure readings, administration of physician 
ordered treatments or general health counseling. 183 visits were made, mainly by Dorset 
residents, this past fiscal year. 

The loan of equipment has become a major service of D.N.A. The majority of the 
equipment, new to D.N.A. this year, was donated by community residents and includes: 
Two hospital beds with mattresses and side rails, one air flotation mattress and pump, 
one commode, two walkers, as well as an assortment of smaller less durable equipment. 
There is no fee for this service. 


New Activities 


The purpose of Heart Saver Training, developed by the Vermont Heart Association, 
is to provide information to groups of community residents concerning prudent living 
habits that may reduce the risk of cardiovascular disease, and to teach the symptoms 
and the appropriate care, such as cardiopulmonary resuscitation, (CPR) when an 
emergency arises. 

The first Heart Saver Training program - 4 hours of instruction - was taught in 
November by a D.N.A. nurse certified to teach CPR and was attended by 15 Dorset 
residents. 

D.N.A. plans to offer The Heart Saver Training Program every 2 to 3 months. The 
Board of Trustees raised funds to purchase the mannequin necessary for teaching the 
program by raffling a donated painting. 

The Hospice concept, implemented by the Hospice of Bennington Area, Inc. a 
service for the terminally ill person and his family, has received support from D.N.A. this 
past year. 

The Hospice Program will supplement D.N.A.’s goals and is designed to: help the 
patient live as fully as possible; support the family as a unit of care; keep the patient at 
home as long as appropriate; educate health professionals and lay people; supplement, 
not duplicate, existing services; provide follow-up bereavement counseling; and keep 
costs down. 

To accomplish these goals, Hospice of Bennington Area will be training a corps of 
volunteers that will, upon request, work with D.N.A. to assist us in meeting the needs of 
the terminally ill person and his family. A D.N.A. staff. member has participated in 
developing the training program for Hospice Volunteers. 


Funding 

When a person is not eligible for benefits from Medicare, Medicaid, Office on Aging, 
Vocational Rehabilitation, Private Insurance, Cancer Society, or other reimbursement 
sources, a sliding fee scale is available for determining private payment for home 
visitation services. No one is denied services because of inability to pay. The cost of 
home services not met by the usual reimbursement sources may also be funded by fund 
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drive contributions, memorials, interest from the Bertha Dillon Fund and Revenue 
Sharing. 

This past year has been a difficult one financially for D.N.A., mainly because of the 
increase in the number of partially or totally free visits from 10% in fiscal year '77-’78 to 
18% in fiscal year '78-'79. The increase in the number of free visits is due mainly to the 
fact that Medicare is limited as to the number and types of service it will cover. Also, 
services reach an increasingly larger percent of the under 65 years of age population 
who frequently may not have insurance coverage for home health services. 

Because of this financial burden, as well as the need for some additional office 
equipment such as an electric typewriter, copier, desk lights and chairs, D.N.A. has 
asked for an increase in Revenue Sharing Funds to be voted upon in March, 1980. 

The support of the residents of Dorset is greatly appreciated and, in anticipation of 
future support, we shall continue to provide care to all residents in Dorset in need of 
services.

MANCHESTER RESCUE SQUAD, INC. 


This year the Rescue Squad responded to a total of 542 calls. This involved traveling 
25,940 miles and 2069 man hours to complete these calls. The breakdown is as follows: 
Manchester-374, Dorset-101, Rupert Pawlet-16, Danby,Mt.Tab.-33, Peru,Winhall-1, 

Bromley-1, Putnam Hosp.-10, Rutland Hosp.-6 

Of these calls, 145 were emergencies, 251 were emergency transports, 88 were 
transports and 58 were fire and other stand-by type calls. 

The squad took delivery of an ambulance to serve in place of our primary ambulance 
which was involved in an accident this past November. The ambulance which was 
damaged will be repaired and will return to serve in a primary status also. 

During the past year the squad took on four new members, Bill Calfee, Norman 
Hecht, Ron Ritchie, and Jim West. With these new members we have a full complement 
of 24 making up 8 three-man crews to provide around-the-clock coverage for the 
Northshire. ?

PLANNING COMMISSION AND ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Planning Commission, responsible for continuing evaluation and 
administration of the Zoning By-Laws met eleven times in 1979. The meetings included 
three public hearings for site plan reviews. 

William T. Burns, Zoning Administrator, reports 79 permits issued - 32 new houses, 
34 additions, 7 change of use and 6 other. This represents a significant increase over 
prior years: 1978 - 43 permits; 1977 - 42 permits; 1976 - 23 permits. After due 
consideration the Commission now feels that the Administrator should receive 
compensation for his time and expenses in line with other town officials. Accordingly an 
amount of $490 has been budgeted for this in the coming year. 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment, responsible for hearing appeals, authorizing 
permits for conditional uses and granting variances in accordance with State statutes, 
held 10 meetings to consider 13 requests for variances and/or conditional use permits. 

Both Boards continued to rely heavily for advice, information and technical 
assistance on the Bennington County Regional Commission (BCRC). We urge approval 
of Dorset’s share of BCRC funding.

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BENNINGTON COUNTY REGIONAL COMMISSION 


During the past year the Regional Planing Commission provided service to the 
Town of Dorset, mostly to the Planning Commission and to the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, about interpretation of regulations and administration of our ordinance. 
This has become essentially a routine activity, but, during the early years of BCRC and 
of our own zoning activities, this commanded a great part of our attention and that of 
BCRC, just as it did to many new regional planning commissions throught the country. 

This activity, of producing zoning and planning ordinances in areas where the need 
had not been felt earlier, was initiated ten or twelve years ago by the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, with the incentive to communities that it provided 
funding for a staff to help accomplish the job. HUD still provides the basic funding, with 
major help from the States, for operations of regional planning commissions, although 
in gradually decreasing amounts. (Last year BCRC’s budget was about $75,000, of 
which roughly 50% was federal and state money, local contributions from towns made 
up 25%, and the balance by special programs or studies with funds provided by their 
sponsors.) 

It is now generally considered that this period of development of basic planning 
should be phased out. Both the State and Federal governments are considering new and 
broader activities for these commissions. The State Legislature is studying whether to 
expand the field of activity of the fifteen commissions in Vermont. HUD is encouraging, 
and the State Agency of Development and Community Affairs is studying a prpposal to 
set up three or four development districts in Vermont, which it is expected will be 
groupings of the regional commissions, with some professional staff assigned to 
encourage development appropriate to each region. 

A year ago the BCRC on its own initiative commissioned a planning consultant to 
produce a document on Non-Regulatory Approaches to Regional Plan Implementation. 
This is a study of possibilities of how, in the long range, to make our plans work, 
separately from what is imposed by regulations. It is a guide for future broader activities. 

These are some indications that planning efforts in general are likely to proceed on 
the basis of regional concerns rather than on local separate decisions. What is best for 
Dorset? What is our region of interest?

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BENNINGTON COUNTY HUMANE SOCIETY 


Last year the Bennington County Humane Society, Inc., had one of its busiest years 
caring for 1,936 cats and dogs at the Ann Edwards Memorial Shelter, of which: 1,005 
were dogs and 931 were cats. There were also several miscellaneous animals cared for 
such as guinea pigs, hamsters, rabbits and pigeons, one of which was a beautiful white 
fan-tail. 

There were 29 dogs and 32 cats from Dorset, three more dogs and 15 more cats than 
the prior year. 

We place many fine animals in new homes. It is our policy to try to match the animal 
to the potential adopter so that there will be a happy association. 

We keep stray animals, unless ill or severely injured, a minimum cf five days to give 
owners the opportunity to redeem them. 

We cooperate with the animal control officers of each town and furnish housing for 
those animals that must be impounded. The appropriation from Dorset is for the stray 
animals that were not claimed by their owners.

DORSET VILLAGE PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT FOR 1979 


Our Dorset Library operations in 1979 were notably successful, thanks to the efforts 
of our fine library staff, many volunteers, and the members of our Board of Trustees, all 
of whom gave generously of their time and talents throughout the year. 

Circulation reached 20,072, the highest ever, with over 15% representing juvenile 
readers. Our total collection of books was increased by over 400 volumes to 
approximately 12,550. In addition to fiction, non-fiction, and some reference books, we 
maintain subscriptions to many popular periodicals, and we have a collection of 
phonograph records, popular and classical. Through the combined resources of the 
Vermont interlibrary loan network, we are able to have a much larger selection of books 
for those with specialized requirements. 

Our summer program for children included a Story Hour and a Reading Program 
that ended with 17 young people out of 21 who started. 4 of these managed to read over 
20 books each, topped by one who read 63 books, a most gratifying result. 

During the year, our facilities were spruced up inside and out. New paint on the 
exterior of the building, a heavy shrubbery pruning and mulching, and some new 
shelving for books, the latter thanks to the appropriation of $250 from the Town, have all 
added to our appearance and efficiency. 

Our Mcintyre Gallery has featured showings from a number of talented local artists 
whose works have added interest for our many visitors, always welcome during our open 
hours, 2:30 to 5:30 weekday afternoons. 

In July we held our most successful biennial Antiques Fair with displays by 163 
selected exhibitors and an attendance of 2,318. 

Our objective is to continue to provide a high level of community library services 
without user fees or membership charges.

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RETIRED SENIOR VOLUNTEER PROGRAM 


Dorset RSVP volunteers were very active in 1979. 17 men and women worked at 12 
non profit agencies (2 in Dorset, 10 in Manchester) performing necessary services for 
the Community, in many cases making it possible for agencies to offer urgently needed 
specialized attention otherwise unavailable. 

2 Dorset people worked in Burr and Burton, one tutoring a student with severe 
reading problems, the other reorganizing Alumni files. 2 kept shop at Creations By 
Generations. 4 staffed The Manchester Chamber of Commerce Information Booth. 1 
volunteer acted as Assistant to the Town Clerk, doing typing, clerical and record 
keeping duties. 2 continued their work in the Dorset Elementary School cafeteria. 2 
worked at Hildene. 1 as tutor at the Long Trail School. 1 kept office hours at Manchester 
Elementary School where teachers bring material to be brailled for a blind student and 
acts as intermediary with a Manchester volunteer who brailles the work. 2 deliver hot 
meals to the housebound for the Nutrition Program, and also pick up and return people 
attending luncheons at the Northshire Senior Center. 4 other Dorset volunteers have 
worked at the Senior Center - 1 driving the bus, 1 acting as hostess and tending phone, 1 
doing office work, 1 helping residents with shopping problems. 2 have been helping the 
United Counseling Service with clerical work. 

The Town of Dorset contributions are used to help defray the administrative and 
transport costs of those who give their time and their skill and knowledge to the 
Community.

BENNINGTON-RUTLAND OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


The Bennington-Rutland Opportunity Council is the Community Action Agency 
which is trying to offer an alternative to poverty in Southwestern Vermont. Our Outreach 
staff goes out into all of the communities and tries to help poor and elderly people 
discover and take advantage of all the programs for which they are eligible. Our Food 
and Nutrition program uses community gardens, nutrition education and emergency 
food programs to show people that they can take care of their own nutritional needs. Our 
Energy program helps people weather the on-going energy crisis by supplying fuel 
loans and grants and weatherizing clients’ homes. 

In Dorset, during the past year, we provided more than 462 direct services. We 
helped families get through the energy crisis with State or Federal fuel monies on 7 
occasions. We provided 3 families with chore service. We helped 17 families prepare 
their taxes. We provided counseling or information on Cooking, WIC, Housing, Personal 
Needs, Forms & Other Agencies operations on 435 occasions. 

The Bennington-Rutland Opportunity Council needs local funds. We would 
appreciate it if your town could support us, as they have in the past, with $730.00 to 
continue our operations.

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NATIONAL FOREST REPORT 


Of the critical issues on the Green Mountain National Forest, those causing most 
public concern in 1979 were Wilderness proposals, clear cutting, availability of 
fuelwood, land purchases and the possibility of uranium mining. For further information 
call Manchester Center, 362-2307. 

In 1978 we completed a study of six areas suitable for inclusion into the National 
Wilderness Preservation System. Early in 1979, the President sent to Congress a 
proposal which Calls for no additional Wilderness in Vermont, but identifies two areas for 
further study. They are the 8,830 acre Devil’s Den area in Mount Tabor, Mount Holly, 
Weston and the 18,000 acre Breadloaf area east of Middlebury. Currently, we have no 
plans for logging road construction, in any of the six areas studied. 

Size of clearcuts are now limited to 40 acres. This is the only logging method which 
assures a new Stand of high value lumber species (ash and yellow birch) and removes 
low quality trees occupying much of the National Forest land. A side benefit of 
clearcutting is the dramatic increase in available deer browse. Wherever possible we 
utilize other logging methods to avoid the unsightly mess resulting for 3 - 4 years aftera 
clearcut. 

In the past we have given free permits for the removal of up to 10 cords of dead trees 
for fuelwood. Much of the easy-to-reach material is gone, but we continue this program. 
To increase the availability of firewood, we sell blocks of dead and low quality timber to 
commercial cutters in areas which require the use of heavy equipment. Loggers cutting 
sawtimber and pulpwood may sell fuelwood to private individuals. 

Green Mountain National Forest ownership in Dorset is now 1,450 acres. Subject to 
Selectmen and Governor approval, the Green Mountain National Forest purchases land 
within the proclamation boundaries of the Forest. Currently $ .75 per acre/year is paid 
to Towns to offset the loss of taxes. In addition, fire protection, maintenance of roads 
and other services are provided by the National-Forest. 

The Green Mountain National Forest was contacted by uranium exploration 
companies inquiring about procedures for exploration and mining on National Forest 
land. There is now no exploration going on on National Forest land and none is 
contemplated. In the event of further requests, environmental studies including public 
hearings would be conducted prior to a decision to permit or deny exploration or 
uranium mining.

Chester D. Andrews called the meeting to order for the School District meeting at 9:45 
p.m. 


Nominations were called for a Moderator pro tem. Howard Steere made the motion that 
the Moderator for the Town continue. Miss Emily Allyn seconded the motion. 
Nominations were closed. Vote was called, voted and so carried. Mr. Nathaniel Tyler was 
voted to carry on pro tem as Moderator. 


Art. 1. To hear the reports of the officers of the Dorset Town School District and to take 
proper action on the same. 

Robert Sheridan made the motion to accept this article. James Lee seconded the 
motion. Vote called, voted and so carried. 


Art. 2. To elect Town School District officers for the ensuing year. To be voted by 
Australian Ballot.

Dennis R. Brownlee had 214 votes

John F. McMorrow had 127 votes

Art. 3. To see if the Town School District will vote to raise money by taxation or otherwise 
to pay current expenses of the School year. Mr. James Lee made the motion to raise 
money by taxation or otherwise. George Ludlam seconded the motion. Vote called, 
voted and so carried. 


Art. 4. To authorize the School Board to borrow money by issuance of notes not in 
excess of anticipated revenue for the school year. Donald Kellogg made the motion to 
accept the article as written. Robert Valeo seconded the motion. Vote called, voted and 
SO Carried. 


Art. 5. To see if the legal voters will authorize the collection of property taxes for the 
Dorset School District Budgetary Fund, % on or before October 5, 1979, the second 2 on 
or before March 7, 1980, at no discount and delinquent interest of 1% per month. Rhys 
Evans moved the article as written. Seconded by Arthur Gilbert. Miss Emily Allyn 
amended the motion to pay the second % on or before June 10th, 1980. Seconded by 
Mrs. Helen Sheldon. After much discussion vote was called on the amendment. Voted 
and so carried. Vote called on the article as amended, voted and so Carried. 


Art. 6. To see if the Dorset School District will authorize the Dorset School Board to re- 
tain a certified public accountant licensed in this State, to examine the accounts of the 
Treasurer and the School Board at the close of each fiscal year and at such other times 
whenever necessary and to report to the District whether the same are correctly cast and 
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properly vouched to appropriate the sum of $1,500 for the services of such accountant. 
Chester Andrews made the motion to accept this article. Donald Kellogg seconded the 
motion. Vote called, voted and so carried. 


Art. 7. Shall the annual town school district meeting beginning with the calendar year 
1980 and continuing thereafter until changed by vote of the electorate begin at 7:30 
o'clock in the afternoon of the day before the first Tuesday of March. Mrs. Elizabeth Dern 
made the motion to accept this article. Seconded by John N. Stannard, vote called and 
so Carried. 


Art. 8. To determine what compensaiion the Town School District will pay its officers for 
the ensuing year. The committee recommended $250 per year plus expenses, plus 15¢ 
per mile. Mr. Warren Murray moved to accept the committee recommendation, 
seconded by Robert Sheridan. Voted and so carried. 


Art. 9. To act on the budget as prepared by the School Directors. Mr. Chester Andrews 
made the motion to accept the budget as printed. Seconded by Mrs. Arthur Gilbert. Mrs. 
Marchen Skinner made the motion to amend this article to cut the budget by 5%. 
Seconded by Nora Gilbert. After much discussion a ballot was called for by seven 
people. 

Yes — 33 No — 53 


Amendment was defeated. Vote called on the main article and so carried. 


Art. 10. To transact any other business proper to come before this meeting. Marchen 
Skinner made the motion to appoint a committee to look into the Supervisor Union.

8, 1979. To be voted by Australian Ballot. 


AMENDMENT #1 (Flood Hazard Area Regulations - new Section 8) 
SECTION 8: FLOOD HAZARD AREAS 
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8.0 Purpose 
In addition to the purposes of the zoning districts underlying the Flood Hazard 
Areas, the purpose of this regulation is to protect the public health and safety, 
persons and property against the hazards of flood water indundation, and for 
the protection of the community against the costs, which may be incurred when 
unsuitable development occurs in swamps, marshes along water courses or in 
areas Subject to flooding. 


8.1 Fiood Hazard Area Map 
The Federal Insurance Administration Flood Hazard Boundary Map is here-by 
declared to bea part of this regulation. However, the Town continues to request 
the appropriate Federal authorities to change the actuarial rate Zone A 
designation (area of special flood hazard) to actuarial rate Zone C (area of 
minimal flood hazard). 


8.2 Permitted Uses 
The following open space uses shall be allowed, no permit required, within the 
Flood Hazard Area to the extent that they are not prohibited or controlled by 
other underlying sections of this By-Law, and provided that they do not require 
the erection of structures or storage of materials and equipment: 

a) Agricultural uses, such as general farming, pasture, orchard, grazing, 
outdoor plant nurseries, truck farming and forestry. 

b) Recreation uses such as parks, camps, picnic grounds, tennis courts, golf 
courses, golf driving ranges, archery and shooting ranges, hiking and 
riding trails, hunting and fishing areas, game farms, fish hatcheries, wildlife 
sanctuaries, nature preserves, swimming areas, and boat launching sites. 

c) Residential uses, such as lawns, gardens, parking areas, and play areas. 


8.3 Review Procedure and Development Standards 

The construction, reconstruction, conversion, structural alteration, relocation, 
enlargement of any building or other structure (including prefabricated units 
and mobile homes), or of any mining, excavation or land fill, and any change in 
the use of any building or other structure in the Flood Hazard Areas may be 
permitted only by the Zoning Board of Adjustment as a conditional use in 
accordance with the procedures of ss 3.4.3 of this By-Law. Upon receipt of an 
application and plans, the Zoning Board of Adjustment shall transmit one copy 
to the Vermont Department of Water Resources, and shall consider all 
comments received from the Department of Water Resources. No zoning permit 
shall be issued prior to the expiration of a period of thirty days following the 
submission of the application to the Department of Water Resources. A report 
from the Planning Commission shall be made a part of the record of the 
conditional use hearing. 


Minimum Standards: In addition to the district requirements, the Board of 
Adjustment shall determine that the land development is: 

a) designed and anchored to prevent flotation, collapse, or lateral movement 
of the structure, 

b) constructed of materials and utility equipment that are resistant to flood 
damage, 

c) constructed using methods and practices that will minimize flood damage, 

d) consistent with the need to minimize flood damage, 

e) designed so that all public utilities and facilities such as sewer, gas, 
electrical and water systems are located, elevated and constructed to 
minimize or eliminate flood damage, 

f) designed so that adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce exposure to 
flood hazards, 
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g) new or replacement water supply systems and/or sanitary sewage systems 
designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the 
systems and discharges from the systems into flood waters and that on-site 
disposal systems are located so as to avoid impairment of them or 
contamination from them during flooding. 


Additional Standards: In addition to the district requirements and minimum 
standards, the following standards may be required by the Board of Adjustment 
based on the best information available indicating the elevation of the 100 year 
flood: 

a) The lowest floor (including basement) of residential buildings, shall be 
elevated to at least one foot above the 100 year flood level. 

b) The lowest floor (including basement) of non-residential buildings and 
other structures shall be elevated or flood proofed to at least one foot above 
the 100 year flood level. 

c) Water supply and/or disposal systems shall be designed or located to avoid 
impairment or contamination during flooding. 

d) Storage of materials or equipment may be permitted if not subjected to 
damage by floodwater and firmly anchored or secured to prevent flotation. 

e) Fill may be permitted in the flood hazard area only when it can be demon- 
strated that flood flows will be obstructed or diverted. No fill shall be 
permitted in the floodway when identified except as a flood control 
measure. 

Flood-proofing Measures: Flood-proofing measures may include, but are not 
limited to the following: 

a) Anchorage to resist flotation and lateral movement. 

b) Reinforcement of walls to resist water pressures. 

c) Use of water-tight doors or bulkheads. 

d) Use of water-resistant building materials. 

e) Installation of pumps to control seepage. 

f) Installation of check valves in building drains. 

g) Provision of flood shields or other temporary measures to close off 
entrances and other openings during flooding. 


Additional Requirement: Base flood elevation data is required for all sub- 
division proposals greater than 50 lots or five acres for that portion that lies 
within the designated Flood Hazard area. 


8.4 Burden of Proof 


In reviewing the proposed land development, the burden of proof shall be on 
the applicant. 


8.5 Prohibited Uses 
Junkyards as defined in 24 VSA, 2068, and solid waste disposal sites shall not 
be permitted within the flood hazard area. 


8.6 Application Requirements 

Applications shall include in addition to any other requirements of this By Law, 
plans in triplicate drawn to scale showing the nature, location, dimensions and 
elevations of the lot, plat or parcel, existing and proposed structures, fill and 
storage of materials, flood proofing measures and the relationship of the above 
to the location of the channel, the flood hazard area, and (based on the best 
information available) the elevation of the 100 year flood. A valley cross section 
showing the streamchannel and elevation of land adjoining each side of the 
channel and area occupied by the proposed development may be required. 
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8.7 Precedent of Law 
Where this regulation imposes a greater restriction upon the land development, 
the provisions of this regulation shall control. 


8.8 Administration and Enforcement 
The provisions of this regulation shall be administered and enforced as provid- 
ed in the section on Administration and Enforcement of these Town of Dorset 
Zoning By-Laws. 


8.9 Disclaimer 
These regulations shall not be construed to imply that areas outside of the 
Flood Hazard Areas, or land uses permitted hereunder within such Flood 
Hazard Areas, will be free from flooding or flood damage. No permit issued 
hereunder, or development permitted in accordance herewith, shall create any 
liability on the part of the Town of Dorset or any officer, agent or employee 
thereof. 


8.10 Annual Report to Federal Insurance Administration 
The information required by the FIA annual report form with respect to the 
administration and enforcement of these Flood Hazard Area by-laws shall be 
furnished by the Board of Selectmen or their designated agent.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT “~~ 


The Town year has been quite routine as far as the Selectmen are concerned. There 
have been no significant events during the period with two exceptions. These are: 


1. Inclusion in the Warning for the next Town Meeting of a provision which will allow 
the Board of Selectmen to appoint the Delinquent Tax Collector rather than have the 
office an elective one as is now the case. The rationale for this action is that it will give the 
Board direct control over the Delinquent Tax Collector and enable taxes to be collected 
more efficiently and more rapidly. 


2. Inclusion of $3000 in the budget for Dorset’s share of the cost of a $15,000 
engineering feasibility study of the existing landfill operation. In as much as the 
Wessners have announced their intention to sell parts of their landfill and because our 
contract as well as those of the other towns using the landfill will expire within two years, 
it is imperative that the problem be solved. A study is the first step. There are many ways 
solid waste can be dealth with and realistically they are all'going to cost somewhat more 
than is now being paid. With greater concern about pollution and the ever increasing 
number of regulations governing landfills, solid waste disposal is inevitably going to 
become more expensive. Solutions to the problem should be forthcoming during 1981 
but do not expect them to be simple or cheap. 


To close on a bright note, the Town Budget is quite a bit lower than it was last year 
thanks to the efforts of Vern Squiers, your Town Manager.

Property and equipment shown in the Statement of General Fixed Assets 
excludes property and equipment items relating to the Dorset School District, 
i.e., school land and buildings, equipment, etc. 


Retirement Plan 


The Town of Dorset funds accrued pension cost of its contributory retirement 
plan covering all full-time employees. Such Town employees are members of the 
state administered Vermont Employees' Retirement Fund. Prior service cost 
under the plan is being amortized over 30 years.

SCHOOL DIRECTORS REPORT 1980-1981 


The retirement of Helen Mach as Principal of the Dorset Elementary School after 20 
years of service, the hiring of David Hunt as the School’s new Principal the discovery of 
asbestos in the ceilings of the halls and multipurpose room, the efforts to comply with 
federal rules and regulations on barriers to the handicapped and the search for 
professional advice for energy conservation have been the main topics of the School 
Board meetings for the last year. 

Townspeople contributed towards a retirement present of a trip for Mrs. Mach. She 
decided on a visit to London during January. Mr. Hunt stared work in July and the 
transition has been a smooth and productive one. The Board feels that the choice of Mr. 
Hunt as Principal has proved to be an excellent one. 

The bond issue to be voted on at Town Meeting is a proposal to pay for the work 
needed for the energy conservation, for the removal of the asbestos and for compliance 
with the regulations regarding removal of barriers to the handicapped. This proposal 
has been worked out with the Board, the Superintendent and Robert Turdeau, the 
architect, so that all these items can be accomplished without overlapping efforts and 
wasting money. All possible Federal and State loans, grants, and aid have been 
investigated to bring the cost down as far as possible. 

Inflation has affected the School’s budget as it has all other budgets; but the Board, 
the Superintendent, and the Principal have worked to cut as many costs as possible. We 
feel that we are privileged to serve the Town of Dorset on such an important matter as the 
education of its children. We are fortunate to have such a fine teaching and 
administrative staff.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
TO THE TOWN OF DORSET 


This is my ninth annual report to the citizens of Dorset. 

In September, the Dorset Elementary School opened under the direction of anew 
Principal, Mr. David Hunt. Other new appointments to the staff this year were Mrs. 
Constance Cannon, kindergarten; Mrs. Sheila Koenig, art; and Ms. Pamela Dibble, 
music. Since the start of the school year, Ms. Julie Dzewaltowski has been appointed to 
assume a vacant English position and Mrs. Cannon has assumed the grade 6 Science 
class. 

Plans have been completed for insulation of the school, a solution of the asbestos 
problem and to make the building accessible to the handicapped. A bond vote for these 
projects has been included in the Warning. 

Efforts are still underway to secure a vocational facility at Burr and Burton, so that 
our students may have equal educational opportunities as do students elsewhere in the 
State. 
In addition to the continuing Title | Reading and Special Education Programs 
designed to help students who need additional assistance in reading or who are 
handicapped, the Bennington-Rutland Supervisory Union atthe start of the school year, 
initiated an Early Childhood Program and an Early Essential Education Program. 

The Early Childhood Program is aimed at pre-school children to provide instruction 
to enable them to make an effective, successful transition to the regular school program 
when they enter elementary school. The Early Essential Education Program provides 
instruction to handicapped pre-school children to assist them in overcoming their 
handicaps. These programs which are both school and home-based, operate from the 
Mt. Laurel School in Manchester Center. 

Children who previously attended the Mt. Laurel School now are enrolled ina 
Special Education class operated by the Supervisory Union at the Manchester 
Elementary School. 

The Dorset Board of School Directors, as well as the entire staff of the school, 
continually devote their efforts toward the education and well-being of the children of 
Dorset. Their goal is to enable each child to achieve his or her full potential.

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BURR AND BURTON SEMINARY 


The Trustees of Burr and Burton Seminary continue to be very proud of the 
secondary educational program which they provide for almost all of the high school age 
students from the Dorset communities. 

New staff members were welcomed to the BBS school community this fall, 
including Assistant Headmaster Dave Royce and his wife, Mary Ellen. Mrs. Royce is the 
Home Economics teacher and both came to BBS from Middlebury. Also joining the 
faculty were Tom Hopkins from Rupert as Biology teacher and Rochelle Weinberg of 
East Dorset as French teacher. Cheryl Wilcox of Manchester joined the staff as Alumni 
Director and Editor of the Alumni Newsletter. 

Enrollment from Dorset and the surrounding communities continues to be stable at 
just over 415 students. Enrollment from Dorset as of December 15, 1980 was: 


Grade 9.... 29 Grade 11... 22 
Grade 10... 23 Grade 12... 17 
Total 91 


The Dorset school directors authorized public tuition payments to Burr and Burton 
totalling $182,896.67 for the 1979-80 school year. The Seminary Trustees continue to 
use no public tuition income for debt retirement or capital construction purposes. 

The 1979-80 school year was an excellent year for our students, especially 
academically, and this current year promises to be even better. Three of our seniors are 
National Merit Scholarship semi-finalists. Burr and Burton is one of five high schools, 
public and private, in the entire state to achieve this recognition and each of the other 
schools has at least twice our enrollment. Two of our current seniors earned SAT scores 
in the 750 range, recent school record breakers. The Advanced Placement Testing of our 
1980 seniors last May also proved to be exceptional, ranking us within the top 4 or 5 
schools in Vermont in that category. Our more capable students continue to be admitted 
to the nation’s most selective colleges including last year, Brown, Dartmouth, Wellesley 
and Franklin and Marshall. 

All three modern foreign languages - German, French and Spanish - plan foreign 
exchange trips and we hope to reinstitute a student exchange to Canada this spring. 

The most significant goals that the Trustees have identified and plan to address 
during the next few years are improved programs and facilities for vocational education 
and a completion program for debt retirement on the recent library, cafeteria and 
gymnasium construction. 

The Trustees and staff remain anxious to receive ideas and to answer questions 
from members of the Dorset community.

Enclosed herewith are the financial statements of the Town 
of Dorset School District for the year ended June 30, 1980. 


Please note that the financial statements have been ad- 
justed from a cash basis to a modified accrual basis. The ac- 
crual basis was first recommended by the former auditors in 
their letter of December 11, 1979 to the Town of Dorset School 
Board. Title 24, Section 1523 VSA also provides certain ac- 
counting definitions which relate to the accrual basis. Mr. 
James W. O'Neil, Counsel for the Dorset School District, concurs 
with my interpretation and the change from a cash basis to an 
accrual basis. 


The accrual basis provides substantial protection to the 
town taxpayers. Expenses are recorded as incurred, rather than 
when paid, thus reducing the possibility of "hidden deficits" 
that can easily exist under a cash basis. 


In order to make the conversion to a modified accrual basis, 


generally accepted accounting principles require that the effect 
of the change be reported as a prior period adjustment. As a 
result of making the adjustment, a deficit has been created 
which would not otherwise be presented. Simply stated, if the 
accounts were maintained on their former basis, this deficit 
would not exist.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of Accounting. The accounts of the Town of Dorset School District 
have been adjusted in order to present the financial position on a modi- 
fied accrual basis. Under a modified accrual basis, revenues are re- 
corded as received in cash except for (a) revenues susceptible to accrual 
and (b) revenues of a material amount that have not been received at 

the normal time of receipt. Expenditures are recorded on an accrual 
basis, except for 


(a) disbursemeritts for inventory type items which are considered 
expenditures at the time of purchase; 


(b) vacation and sick leave which is not recorded at the time the 
benefits are accumulated. 


Expense Reimbursements. Funds received which are reimbursements for 
expenses incurred are offset against the related expenses. 


General Fixed Assets. The District does not capitalize expenditures 
for general fixed assets; therefore, no presentation has been made in 
the financial statements. 


Change in Accounting and Prior Period Adjustment. The financial state- 


ments of the District have been converted from a cash basis to a modi- 
fied accrual basis. The change in the method of reporting has been re- 
flected as a prior period adjustment.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 


The established mission of the State Health Department is to protect and promote 
the health of all Vermonters. In working towards this goal, the Vermont Department of 
Health has provided directly, or assured the provision of, preventive health services to 
communities across the state. During 1980, the following services were received by the 
residents of Dorset: 


182 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and received 
personal oral hydiene instruction twice during the school year. 


17 comprehensive health assessments including preventive health guidance were 
provided at Well Child Conferences. 


70 persons received nutrition education and food supplements through the Special 
Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants, and Children (WIC). 


12 children underwent medical evaluation and treatment through the Early Periodic 
Screening, Diagnosis, and Treatment Program (EPSDT). 


Through the Handicapped Children Program, diagnosis and treatment services for 
orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were provided to 7 children. 


Through the Child Development Clinic, 2 children received diagnostic and intensive 
follow-up services for suspected developmental disorders. 


25 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics. 


4 persons received screening for early detection of lung disease through the Barre, 
Rutland, or other Health Department chest clinics. 


The following services were provided by the Health Department Laboratory in Bur- 
lington: 


18 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against german 
measles (rubella) to prevent birth defects, 


39 other diagnostic blood tests, 
25 bacteriological and viral cultures, 


65 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking water 
quality. 

Statewide, 259 emergency medical technicians were trained, 286 were recertified 
and 305 received advanced training; 195,507 doses of vaccine were supplied to private 
physicians, school nurses, and other health providers; 17 hospitals and 46 nursing 
homes were inspected and licensed; 3,804 restaurants were inspected; 3,655 venereal 
disease office visits and/or treatments were paid for and 1,063 contacts were traced; 
material to test 14,270 persons for tuberculosis was distributed to private physicians, 
public clinics, and schools; 105 x-ray machines were inspected; treatment of 22,000 
children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the Tooth Fairy and Denticaid 
programs; and, in conjunction with Planned Parenthood of Vermont, Inc., 15,705 
persons received contraceptive counselling and service. 

Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Services to 
your Town Health Officer, Mrs. Susan Palmer. 

Your Town Clerk, Helen E. O’Donovan, received support and instruction in the 
handling of vital records from the Division of Public Health Statistics. 
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Although no Dorset residents participated, the following Health Department 
programs are also available to your community: 


The Fluoride Rinse Program 
The Maternal and Child Health Program

TOWN OF DORSET NURSING ASSOCIATION, INC. 


The Town of Dorset Nursing Association, Inc. (DNA) provided the following home 
health services to Dorset residents during the fiscal year July 1, 1979-June 30, 1980.

DNA provides the speech therapy service upon physician’s request. 


Additional Services: 

The Dorset Elementary School Health Program is implemented by anurse’s attendance 
at achool approximately two hours daily. The program includes upon written parental 
consent, immunizations and fifth grade physicals. Other services include reviewing and 
updating of health records, the throat culture program, scoliosis screening of 7th and 
8th grades, visual and hearing screenings, and height and weight measurements. To 
insure adequate dental care for students in need, DNA sponsors a dental clinic and a 
Vermont Department of Health Dental Hygenist provides a dental screening and dental 
education for all students. In September 1980, of the 178 students screened by the dental 
hygienist 7 or 4% were determined in need of dental care other than routine preventive 
care. According to The Vermont Department of Health, Dorset Elementary School has 
the lowest tooth decay rate of any school in the Bennington-Rutland Supervisory Union 
District. Funds from the Department of Health previously provided for the dental clinics 
were withdrawn this last year. The DES health program is funded by the Dorset School 
District. 

During the 1980-’81 school year a weekly fluoride rinse program will be started. Children 
with written parental permission may participate. 


27 children received immunizations. 
16 children attended the dental clinics. Many of these children were given dental 
given dental cleanings and check-ups only. 
4 referrals were made for possible visual problems. 
2 referrals were made for possible hearing problems. 
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DNA provides the following services with -payment to Long Trail School: 
vision and hearing screenings and retests 

immunizations as required 

physical examination of fifth graders 

health record maintenance 

health counselling 

emergency care and emergency care instruction 

school health policies 


Monthly WELL CHILD CONFERENCES with an average attendance of 20 are held at the 
United Church of Dorset and East Rupert. The conferences are jointly sponsored by 
DNA and The Vermont Department of health. Fifty-seven Dorset children are enrolled. 
The Department of Health sends one nurse to the clinic, and furnishes all immunization 
materials. For the past several years, The Vermont Department of Health has paid for the 
services of the pediatrician. As of January, 1981, 50% of the funding for the pediatrician’s 
time will be cut. DNA will therefore be charging a fee for well-child conference visits in 
order to continue the same quality of care. To be eligible for state funds for payment for 
the pediatrician’s services, DNA is required to allow children from adjacent towns to 
attend our clinics. DNA administers the services and provides the majority of the staffing 
and follow-up required. 


PAP-SMEAR - BREAST SELF-EXAMINATION CLINICS sponsored by DNA, and the 
Vermont Division of American Cancer Society are held every two-three months at the 
DNA office. A total of 46 women from the surrounding area - 21 of whom resided in 
Dorset - attended the clinics this past fiscal year. DNA has a suggested ten dollar fee for 
the service since federal monies are no longer available. The processing of the pap- 
smear slides is funded by the Vermont Cancer Society. 


Monthly free BLOOD PRESSURE CLINICS are held at the DNA office with an average 
attendance of 10 Dorset residents. 


OFFICE VISITS are available for blood pressure readings, administration of physician 
ordered treatments or general health counselling. Two hundred fifty-five visits were 
made mainly by Dorset residents this past fiscal year. 


THE LOAN OF EQUIPMENT is still a major service of DNA. Most of the equipment new 
to DNA this year was donated by community residents and includes: 

Two pair of crutches, one toilet seat extension, one wheelchair, five walkers, one 
commode, two humidifiers, sheets, walker bags, and baby scales. Office equipment 
donations include a chair, two desks, two desk lights, ceiling fixture and a file. There is 
no fee for this service. All equipment donated is greatly appreciated. . 


This past year five HEART SAVER TRAINING and three Cardiopulmonary Certification 
programs have been taught by a qualified volunteer instructor. Thirty-four area 
residents attended. Heart Saver training is offered at no charge to the participant. The 
cost of Cardiopulmonary resuscitation certification is two dollars for literature provided 
by the Vermont Heart Association. 


In providing community health services, the staff of DNA works closely with several 
other area agencies which include - United Counselling Service, Hospice of Bennington 
Area, Senior Center, Office on Aging, Bennington-Rutland Opportunity Council, Social 
Rehabilitative Services, and others. 


In order to maintain the provision of quality care, staff members participated in a variety 
of continuing education programs which included cardiovascular assessment, 
hypertension control, patient teaching/learning, and patient care planning. 
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The many services provided by DNA require a large group of active volunteers from the 
community. During the past year approximately 25 volunteers served 885 hours. Some 
of the activities include transportation to the school dental clinics and other medical 
appointments, staffing of well-child conferences, assisting in the DNA office, packing 
and delivering Christmas baskets, providing school hearing and visual screening, and 
staffing of influenza and Breast Self Examination - Pap Smear Clinics. Volunteer 
activities not included in the 855 hours that our volunteers give so generously are 
sincerely appreciated. In fact, it would be most difficult to carry on our programs without 
the continual support of the corps of volunteers. 


FUNDING FOR HOME HEALTH SERVICES 

When a person is not eligible for benefits from Medicare, Medicaid, Office on Aging, 
Vermont State Human Services funds, Vocational Rehabilitation, Private Insurance, 
Cancer Society, or other payment sources, a sliding fee scale is available for 
determining private payment for home visits. No one is denied services because of the 
inability to pay. The cost of home services not met by the usual reimbursement sources 
may also be funded by fund drive contributions, memorials, and interest from the Bertha 
Dillon Fund. Fifteen percent of the home health visits made this past year were provided 
to residents unable to reimburse the agency for the cost of services. DNA is asking for 
revenue sharing funds to pay for capital expenditures - such as a copier, exterior 
painting and further insulation of the building. 


The past support of the residents of Dorset has been greatly appreciated. In anticipation 
of future support, we shall continue to provide care to all residents in need of the 
agency’s services.

REPORT FROM TOWN CLERK’S OFFICE 


Even though real estate was down, we still had the same number of transfers in the Town 
of Dorset as in 1979.

The office is once again asking for revenue sharing to rebind and deacidify the land 
records. This will complete all the land record books. The books are now in very good 
condition. 


As the Town grows so does the work in the Town Clerk’s office.

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MANCHESTER RESCUE SQUAD, INC. 


This year the Manchester Rescue Squad responded to a total of 479 calls involving 
18,848 miles and 1,760 volunteer man hours to complete. The breakdown is as follows: 


Manchester 348 Peru, Winhall 4 
Dorset 85 Bromley 2 
Rupert 8 Putnam Memorial Hospital 9 
Danby-Mt. Tabor 15 Rutland Hospital 1 


Of these calls, 101 were emergencies, 194 were emergency transports, 85 were 
transports and 99 were fire standby and other types of standby calls. 

Over the past year, the Squad has taken delivery of anew chassis to replace the one 
damaged earlier. At present we have two modular vehicles and a 1972 transport vehicle 
which will have to be replaced shortly. In this way, we have the equipment to serve the 
area with the best possible twenty-four hour emergency medical care. 

During this year the Squad has taken on two new members. They are Mrs. Dianne 
Porch of Manchester and Mr. James Collins of East Dorset. The Squad also offered a52 
hour Advanced First Course and a9 hour CPR course to the community. It was attended 
by 20 citizens and involved 10 instructors from the Squad. Additionally, a number of 
other courses were given to community groups. 

Finally, the Manchester Rescue Squad, Inc. is a completely voluntary organization 
existing solely on contributions. We would like to take this opportunity to sincerely 
thank all those people, organizations and communities which have generously 
contributed to our support.

RETIRED SENIOR VOLUNTEER PROGRAM 


Dorset RSVP volunteers have been able to meet the increased demand for more 
services. In Dorset 16 volunteers have given the Town their services in the Elementary 
School (Library and Cafeteria), in the Town Office (an assistant to the Town Clerk), and 
in Long Trail School (teaching). 

In addition the Program has enabled retired people to serve other communities as 
well as our own, for instance in the Medicare Unit which was started _by a Dorset 
volunteer and is based at the Manchester Health Service. This serves Dorset as well, as 
does the Manchester Chamber of Commerce where volunteers also serve. OtherDorset 
retired persons are giving their skills in six additional volunteer posts in the Northshire. 
Dorset volunteers are also serving the Senior Center in Manchester. 

The RSVP program is designed on the one hand to serve the community and onthe 
other to give their skills, energy and time to non-profit assignments which enable them 
to be fully functioning members of a productive society. This aspect is an important part 
of our national policy for senior citizens, their happiness and usefulness. 

The only funds that are required are for the administration of the schedule 
(including insurance and transport of volunteers, and in some cases meals). The 
Program is in part Federally funded, and partly funded by matching Local Government 
grants and private donations. 

In enabling us to serve the Town and the community, we are also giving meaning to 
the lives of many Senior Citizens. 


EUGENIE HAGENAH 
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PLANNING COMMISSION AND ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Planning Commission, responsible for carrying out the Town Plan and for 
continuing evaluation and administration of the Zoning By-Laws met twelve times in 
1980. The meetings included five public hearings for site plan reviews and one public 
hearing on suggested changes in the Town Plan. 

William T. Burns, Zoning Administrator, reports 70 permits issued-30 new houses 
including 2 mobile homes, 14 alterations, 13 accessory buildings, 6 change of use and 7 
other. The number of permits issued decreased by 9 from last year. 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment, responsible for hearing appeals, authorizing 
permits for conditional uses and granting variances in accordance with State statutes, 
held 4 meetings to consider 4 requests for variances and/or conditional use permits. 
Three requests were approved and one was denied. 

Both Boards continued to rely heavily for advice, information and technical 
assistance on the Bennington County Regional Commission (BCRC). The BCRC was 
particularly helpful to the Planning Commission this year in updating the Dorset Town 
Plan. In addition, they held a worthwhile series of workshops for Planning Commission 
and Zoning Board of Adjustment members. We urge approval of Dorset’s share of BCRC 
funding.

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BENNINGTON COUNTY REGIONAL COMMISSION 
A number of projects are described, in which Dorset is now or is potentially involved. 


Plans and Bylaws. The BCRC worked with 11 municipalities to update and/or readopt 
town-village plans. The municipalities include Bennington, Dorset, Landgrove, 
Manchester, North Bennington, Old Bennington, Peru, Powanal, Rupert, Sunderland, 
and Woodford. Six towns requested draft provisions to amend the bylaws. Efforts 
included such items as new chapters and sections, maps, statistical updating and close 
supervision to ensure proper adoption procedures. A detailed checklist was distributed 
to towns to ensure better tracking of such procedures. All thirteen towns and two 
villages requested advice concerning the application of zoning bylaws to specific cases. 
These requests amounted to 52 during the year. 


Sanitary Landfills. A study committee of five Northsire towns met throughout the year to 
develop recommendations concerning continued use of the existing landfill in 
Sunderland. One recommendation is to purchase the private facility with one town 
assuming responsibility. Each of the five towns indicated their support of a prorata share 
to prepare an engineering study of the site during the spring of 1981. Existing Town 
contracts (Manchester, Sunderland, Dorset, Sandgate, Arlington) are due to expire in 
late 1982 - early 1983 for use of the landfill. 


Communication, Education, Information. A series of four workshops were conducted 
for planning commissions, zoning boards of adjustment, and zoning administrators. 
They dealt with such topics as duties and responsibilities, administrative procedures, 
special zoning issues, enforcement and state programs. The workshops held in 
Shaftsbury were well attended. With the assistance of the State Parks and Recreation 
Department, a workshop was held for local recreation commissions. The public was 
invited to the regular commission meetings dealing with the topics of uniform property 
appraisal and the state agricultural policies. At the request of several individuals, 
organizations and towns, the BCRC has retrieved data through its terminal from the 
UVM Academic Computer Center in Burlington. A variety of statistics are maintained for 
the state and towns. 


Regional Planning and Coordination. An inventory of capital investment needs was 
prepared as a basis for reviewing and guiding future investments. A report summarizing 
the inventory will be forwarded to Selectmen for review. A draft shopping center policy 
was distributed throughout the region for comment. The Regional Commission 
endorsed the policy as part of the regional plan. The creation of a land trust was also 
endorsed and will serve as a non-regulatory vehicle to conserve open space. Filing for 
corporation status is.in process. Some private land owners may receive considerable 
income and inheritance tax deductions through the gift of land to the trust. 


General. Numerous other activities involve commercial planning and development 
programs (primarily for Bennington and Manchester), development of community 
recreational areas, water and sewer improvement programs, air pollution studies, review 
of grant applications. At least indirectly the entire county is affected by most projects of 
the Regional Commission, which performs a type of service not covered by any other 
agency.

The Bennington County Humane Society, Inc. acknowledges with thanks the 
$500.00 appropriation voted by the Town of Dorset in 1980. 

It enables the Society, through the Ann Edwards Memorial Shelter, to continue the 
quality of care of which we are justifiably proud, and to render invaluable service in the 
field of animal welfare. 

During 1980 we care for 1,005 dogs and 898 cats for a total of 1,903, of which 104 
dogs and 10 cats were returned to their delighted owners and 192 dogs and 168 cats 
were placed in new homes. We also cared for numerous small animals such as gerbils. 

We responded to 61 requests for help from those who could no longer care for their 
pet, and rescue missions where an animal was injured and the owner unknown (many 
were injured in highway accidents and left beside the road)! 42 complaints of neglect 
and/or abuse were investigated, resulting in one case going to court where a judgement 
was handed down against the accused who had willfully neglected two dogs. 

We look forward to continuing our service to the Town of Dorset in 1981 with the 
same mutual cooperation that has been enjoyed in the past. 

It is the concern of people like that shown by the townspeople of Dorset that allows 
us to continue to help those who cannot help themselves, and who, through no fault of 
theirs, find themselves unwanted, lost or abandoned.

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DORSET VILLAGE PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT FOR 1980 


In our 1980 operations we have continued to provide a high level of library services to our 
community, thanks to our fine staff and dedicated volunteers. We acknowledge with 
appreciation the Town appropriation of $250 which helped us pay for a new oil burner 
with.much improved efficiency. We are also most grateful to our many contributors 
whose donations make it all possible. 


Circulation increased to 20,722 and our collection of books now stands at nearly 13,000 
volumes. Through our inter-library loan services we have available the combined 
resource of all Vermont public libraries. All are welcome to use our facilities. There are 
no membership or loan charges for books taken out. 


Our winter hours were increased from 15 to 17 per week with the addition of 2 hours on 
Saturday mornings, from 10:00 A.M. to 12:00 Noon. On winter weekdays we are open 
from 1:30 to 4:30 P.M. We hope this change in schedule will enable more people to avail 
themselves of the opportunity to use the Library. 


The summer reading program involved 19 area children who were awarded certificates 
of completion. In addition, a continuing Childrens’ Story Hour is being held weekly for 
pre-schoolers. 


Our Mcintyre Gallery has shown a number of fine art exhibits during the year, and, in 
addition, we were hosts in December to a Vermont Department of Libraries display 
entitled “Toys as a Cultural Resource”. We were one of eight Vermont libraries selected 
for this exhibit which received many favorable comments. 


Our operating income for the year amounted to $17,298 and operating expenses $18,432 
(including $5,671 for books), leaving us a deficit of $1,134. This deficit has been covered 
by income from our 1979 Antiques Fair. Since the Fair is a biennial (weather dependent) 
undertaking, we are, in a sense on a two year financial cycle. Along with everyone else, 
we are feeling the increasing pressures of inflation. Although we have again declined.a 
Vermont Department of Libraries grant, we may be forced to change our policy in this 
regard in the future and to seek a larger appropriation from the Town as well. 


We meet all operating standards for public libraries established by the Vermont 
Department of Libraries, and it is our policy to continue to do this in the future.

The Bennington Rutland Opportunity Council is your local Community Action 
Agency which is working to offer alternatives to poverty in our bi-county area. 
Representatives of our agency work with community members to: advocate for and with 
low income and elderly Vermonters; organize resources and community participation to 
best meet the specific needs of the community; and provide direct services aimed 
toward self sufficiency, to our poor and elderly residents. 

Our Outreach Program has provided services such as forms assistance, 
counselling, information and referral, to 23 families in Dorset. BROC provided 
comprehensive weatherization to 7 homes in Dorset through the Weatherization 
Program. 


BROC encourages people to work together to achieve common positive goals. 
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NATIONAL FOREST REPORT 


In 1980, the Green Mountain National Forest and the State of Vermont received 
considerable nationwide news coverage by sending the U.S. Capitol Christmas Tree to 
Washington. The tree, a 50 foot. White spruce, was cut in Winhall and after a proper 
send-off attended by Governor Snelling and Congressman Jeffords, was trucked to 
Washington by Burgess Brothers, Inc. of Bennington. We again would like to thank 
everyone who donated time, talent and equipment to make this a very enjoyable and, for 
the U.S. Taxpayer, inexpensive event. 

One issue causing concern is Forest Service closure of Woods roads. On many 
roads under Forest Service jurisdiction (not Town Roads), we have installed gates which 
are locked periodically to prevent damage. Examples when roads may be closed to 
public use are during periods of prolonged wet weather, mud season or when heavy 
logging traffic endangers public use and the logger is responsible for road maintenance. 
If at all possible, we try to have roads open during hunting seasons. 


Fuelwood for home consumption continues to be in great demand. As in the past, 
the Forest Service will issue permits for individuals to remove up to 5 cords of dead or 
designated trees free of charge. It is becoming more difficult, however, to find easily 
accessible wood. We now recommend that people purchase their wood cut and split or 
in log length from loggers and cut and split it at their homes. 

In 1981, we will again conduct a Youth Conservation Corps (YCC) program at Mt. 
Tabor. We plan two - four week sessions with 20 boys and 20 girls between the ages of 15 
and 18 in each session starting in late June. Enrollees arrive in the camp Sunday 
afternoon and return home Friday after 5 P.M. The pay is $100.50 per week before taxes 
and a $10.00 per week deduction for meals and lodging (tents). 

This program is a combination of outdoor work (trail construction, timber stand 
improvement, trail shelter and bridge construction, wildlife habitat improvements, etc.) 
and environmental education. Applications for the program are available at area high 
schools and the Manchester Forest Service office. The deadline for applications is 
March 15. ° 

Hapgood Pond dam reconstruction was completed in late fall of 1980 and swimming 
will again be available. | would like to thank everyone for their patience while the area 
was closed.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1981 was a significant year for the Board of Selectmen: 

1. The Board negotiated a new five year contract with the Town Manager. This ad- 
justed his past three year compensation in line with the Consumer Price Index as to cost 
of living and concluded a new contract to ensure his continuing services to the Town of 
Dorset. 

2. The Town Manager and Board of Selectmen have worked many hours to make 
sure the Town of Dorset will have a landfill facility wnen the present landfill contract with 
the Wessners expires in January of 1983. As this Report goes to print we cannot give the 
Town a definitive answer as to the solution of this problem. We continue to give the land- 
fill future the topmost priority and cannot emphasize enough the importance of this to 
the Town of Dorset. 

3. Two major engineering projects were completed in 1981. The Dorset Hollow 
bridge, not without some inevitable inconvenience to the Hollow residents, was com- 
pleted on schedule. The former structure, unsafe, was replaced with a sturdy facility. 
The cost to the taxpayers was $15,220, $10,000 of which was budgeted in 1978 and which 
earned $3,000 in the interim. The Board and Town Manager also monitored the East 
Dorset Water District renovation that completely modernized the reservoir, hydrants, 
and water lines of the District. The Board’s responsibility is to see that the town road is 
returned to the Town in as good condition as it was prior to the major renovation work. 

4. The Board of Selectmen continue to monitor delinquent taxes. This year a num- 
ber of properties were put up for sale, the legal notice of which resulted in prompt pay- 
ment of the delinquent taxes involved. 

5. The Town’s various funds have been consolidated, when legal to do so, to obtain 
the highest interest rates available and still remain within F.D.1.C. protection. In addition, 
the Town Manager, Treasurer, and Delinquent Tax Collector are all now bonded to high 
limits. 

6. Maintaining over 40 miles of roads is the responsibility of the Town Manager. No 
one can do this job without some criticism, but the Town Manager with the aid of an 
excellent road crew, in our estimation, has done an excellent job. They deserve the 
thanks of the Town. 

7. Finally, the town tax rate reflects efficient government. In 9 of the past 11 years 
Dorset’s tax rate has been lower than the 1970 rate. The 1981 tax rate was only 6.5% 
higher than it was 11 years ago. The financial statements and books of the Town are 
audited by an independent Certified Public Accounting firm annually, and there is a 
complete audit trail of all financial transactions of the Town for the protection of its citi- 
zens. The Board continues monthly to monitor the reconciliation of all town 
expenditures. 


TOWN AUDITORS REPORT 


The Dorset School Directors engaged Richard J. Engel, Certified Public Account- 
ant of Manchester, Vermont, to audit and prepare reports on the school’s accounting for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1981. We met with Mr. Engel to review the process by 
which this audit was accomplished. 

In general we, the Town Auditors, believe the records books and accounts ci the 
school are fairly presented. We are especially pleased to know all the recommendations 
made by Mr. Engel in 1981 to improve the accounting practices of the school district 
have been implemented. . 

The Certified Public Accountant firm of Main & Hurdman of Bennington, Vermont, 
was engaged by the Selectmen to audit and prepare reports on the Town’s accounting 
for the year ending 12-31-81. A copy of their report follows. We were unable to review 
their findings.with a representative of the firm as their report was given to us with only 
time enough to meet the printer’s deadline for publishing in the Town Report. 

One of the recommendations made by the 1980 Town auditors was the consolida- 
tion of funds, whenever possible, into a high yield type of investment. This has been 
successfully accomplished by the Selectmen and the Town Manager.

Basis of Accounting

Retirement Plan 


The Town of Dorset funds accrued pension cost of its contributory 
retirement plan covering all full-time employees. Such Town employees 
are members of the state administered Vermont Employees' Retirement 
Fund. Prior service cost under the plan is being amortized over 
30 years.

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SCHOOL DIRECTORS REPORT 1981-1982 


The largest and most time-consuming project for last year was the asbestos prob- 
lem. We worked hard on this issue. We had many meetings and discussions with various 
members of the town as well as architects, engineers and State officials. We were ex- 
tremely pleased on November 17th when the tax appropriation vote was passed. We 
hope to have the asbestos taken care of as soon as possible. 

Although most of last year seems to have been connected with the asbestos prob- 
lem, we did manage to make decisions in a few other areas. One was the purchase of a 
new school bus. We have two buses with high mileage and relatively high maintenance 
costs. Because of these reasons, we decided to purchase a new bus and in June of this 
year we bought a new diesel bus. This has proved to be a very satisfactory decision. We 
also hired a new teacher. On August 13, 1981 we hired Katherine Barwin as the new 7th 
and 8th grade Language Arts teacher to replace Julie Dzewaldowski. 

We ended the year on a slightly sad note. Bill McWayne, who has been with the 
school for almost sixteen years, submitted his resignation. The school board and Bill 
worked hard on this issue to try to retain him as head custodian but he felt it best to leave 
the school and to take another job. We feel that Bill’s leaving is a great loss to the school 
because he cared about the school and he took great pride in the care and upkeep of the 
building and the grounds. We would like to thank him with all our hearts for all he has 
done for the school and for our childern. We wish him all the luck in his new job and we 
will miss him here at the school.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
TO THE TOWN OF DORSET — 1981-1982 


This is my tenth annual report to the citizens of Dorset. 


At last year’s Town Meeting an Article was included in the Warning which pertained 
to the removal of asbestos, insulation and architectural barriers. This was defeated by 
the electorate. Subsequently, a Special Meeting of the School District was held which 
included the removal of asbestos as well as needed insulation at the school. This was 
also defeated. On November 17, 1981, another School District meeting was held and an 
Article which provided for partial encapsulation and the removal of asbestos was ap- 
proved by the electorate. This was in the amount of $47,380.00 to be raised during the 
current School District fiscal year. 


The Bennington-Rutland Supervisory Union continued to provide services this year 
for those children in need of assistance in the area of reading under Title | of the Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Education Act. The Supervisory Union also provided services to 
those children at the School who are handicapped. The Early Childhood Program was 
eliminated this year and the Early Essential Education Program which provides educa- 
tional services for handicapped pre-schoolers became home based. The elimination of 
the Early Childhood Program and the home-based aspect of the Early Essential Educa- 
tion Program became necessary as a result of a decline in federal funds. Although the 
level of federal and state funding has continued to decline and this decline will probably 
continue into the near future, it is still too early to adequately assess the impact of such 
curtailments in respect to local school districts. We shall continue to do all that we can to 
provide the same level of services as have been provided in the past. 


As in the past both the Dorset Board of School Directors and the staff of the Elemen- 
tary School have been concerned with the education and well being of all Dorset 
children.

New staff members were welcomed to the BBS school community this fall, in- 
Thomas Chiffriller of West Chester, PA, Vocational Foods teacher and Cafeteria Mana- 
ger; Steven Houghton of Bomoseen, VT, Athletic Director and Physical Education 
teacher; Nancy Phillips of Burlington, VT, Home Economics and Art instructor. 

Enrollment from Dorset and the surrounding communities continues to be relatively 
stable at just over 410 students. We expect a few less students next year. Enrollment 
from Dorset as of January 1, 1982 was: 


Grade 9Q........ 22 Grade 11....... 20 
Grade 10...... 23 Grade 12....... 18 
Total 83 


The Dorset school directors authorized public tuition payments to Burr and Burton 
totaling $206,774.68 for the 1980-81 school year. The Seminary Turstee continue to use 
no public tuition income for debt retirement or capital construction purposes. 

We are very proud of the accomplishments of our students during the 1980-81 
school year. For the second consecutive year, three of our seniors were named as Na- 
tional Merit Semi-finalists and ten of our seniors received Advanced Placement Credit at 
competitive colleges and universities, including Smith, Georgetown, Middlebury and 
the University of Virginia. Our athletic teams continue to be highly competitive, winning 
2 state and 5 league championships last year. 

Our Trustees voted last month to accept an invitation to join the National Associa- 
tion of Independent Schools. Membership in NAIS will provide the Seminary with exten- 
sive professional services, eligibility for certain competitive grants, a further opportunity 
to reassess its long range goals and an occasion to regularly associate with some of the 
finest secondary educational personnel and programs in the Northeast. 

Last Spring, the Trustees launched the school’s 150th Anniversary Campaign witha 
goal of $250,000 and with two major objectives; elimination of a local loan for recent 
capital construction and improvement of vocational education programs. The campaign 
has realized well over $200,000 to date and we hope to reach our goal this Spring. Our 
Vocational Education Advisory Council, comprised of local citizens, is making recom- 
mendations to the Board regarding adoption of new or improved vocational programs. 
One new program, Vocational Foods, was started this Fall. 

The Trustees and staff remain anxious to receive ideas and to answer questions 
from members of the Dorset community.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of Accounting. The accounts of the Town of Dorset 
School District are presented on a modified accrual basis. 
Under a modified accrual basis, revenues are recorded as 
received in cash except for (a) revenues susceptible to 
accrual and (b) revenues of a material amount that have 
not been received at the normal time of receipt. Expendi- 
tures are recorded on an accrual basis, except for 


(a) disbursements for inventory type items which are 
considered expenditures at the time of purchase; 


(b) vacation and sick leave which is not recorded at 
the time the benefits are accumulated. 


Expense Reimbursements. Funds received which are reimburse- 
ments for expenses incurred are offset against the related 
expenses. 


General Fixed Assets. The District does not capitalize ex- 
penditures for general fixed assets; therefore, no presen- 
tation has been made in the financial statements. 


PRIOR PERIOD ADJUSTMENT 


The financial statements for the period ending June 30, 1980 
included certain disbursements which were accounted for as 
revenue sharing expenditures. The School Board during 1981 
has determined that the disbursements would be a general fund 
expenditure and has set up a separate fund to account for the 
Original funds received plus interest earned. This change has 
been recorded as a prior period adjustment, thereby increas- 
ing the former deficit by $4,430. 


In addition, the former statements included a receivable of 
$1,500 from the Town of Dorset. This receivable has been 
written off and treated as a prior period adjustment.

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MOUNT LAUREL SCHOOL REPORT — 1981 


As reported in local news media during recent months, the regular program of edu- 
cation for “special” or handicapped children has terminated at Mt. Laurel during 1981 
because of withdrawal of federal and state funding. 

The Mt. Laurel corporation, however, continues as an entity, with control and main- 
tenance of Mt. Laurel facilities and physical resources, and has accepted a lease ar- 
rangement with Ethan Allen Community College on a trial basis. This involves educa- 
tional courses for adults, and possibly handicapped children as their proram develops. 

At the annual meeting of Mt. Laurel Schol, Inc., Dr. Abraham Madkour of Man- 
chester was re-elected president of the corporate organization for the new year.

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DORSET POLICE DEPARTMENT — Financial Report 


The Dorset Police Department Fund was established prior to March 19, 1945 which 
pre-dates my tenure of 11 years. The sum of $315.42 was discovered in a checking ac- 
count which had been in a dormant file at the Factory Point National Bank since March 
19, 1945. This checking account was closed out and the same sum deposited in asavings 
account for obvious interest earnings. All receipts and expenditures have been duly 
documented pursuant to law. Receipts are derived from the enforcement of the Town of 
Dorset duly adopted Traffic Ordinance. All fines are processed on DC Form #73, Ver- 
mont Traffic Ticket, via the District Court of Vermont. These fines are paid directly to the 
District Court, transferred to Montpelier to the Finance Department, which in turn issues 
a check payable to the Treasurer, Town of Dorset pursuant to law. All fines are accom- 
panied by a refund voucher signed by the head of the Finance Department and a check 
stub as a permanent record of payment to the Town of Dorset. The State Finance De- 
partment then issues to the local Board of Auditors a reconciliation statement of all sums 
paid the Town of Dorset which obviously provides a complete audit trail. These sums of 
money may be expended only for necessary Police Department expenses. 

This saves the Dorset Taxpayer a considerable amount of money annually. In 1981 
the following break-down of expenditures for the Dorset Police Department, which con- 
sists of constabulary law enforcement, is hereby submitted:

$4,000.00 of this fund balance is invested with other funds earning the maximum 
interest available on sums over $100,000.00. The balance of $498.77 remains deposited 
in Savings Account #104546-2 which provides an avenue of investment on a month-to- 
month basis. All expenditures are disbursed by check thru the general fund accounting 
system issued pursuant to a Selectmen’s Order signed by at least 3 Selectmen, thereby 
providing a complete audit trail.

EAST DORSET FIRE DISTRICT #1 


1981 was avery active and fruitful year for the Fire District. It was the culmination of 
three years of work and planning for a new water system. 

The original system, which represented an excellent concept but was deteriorated, 
was refurbished and expanded. Two new springs were added and the older three were 
rebuilt. A new 130,000 gallon below ground, poured concrete reservoir was constructed 
and 7,830 feet of 8 inch ductile iron main with 12 fire hydrants were installed. Besides the 
promise of an uninterrupted water supply for many years, a reduction of fire insurance 
premiums is anticipated. The Fire District’s debt for this $600,000 project is only $70,000 
for 40 years at 5 percent. 

We would like to thank all who cooperated, especially those who came out to vote 
our bond. This was a 100 percent affirmative vote with not one dissenting vote. A true 
‘vote of civic approval.

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TOWN OF DORSET NURSING ASSOCIATION, INC. 


The Town of Dorset Nursing Association, Inc. (DNA) provided the following home 
health services to Dorset residents during the fiscal year July 1, 1980-June 30, 1981.

Skilled nursing 1612 
Newborn and mother 17 
Physical therapy 151 
Occupational therapy 62 
Homemaker-Home health aide 657 
Total Home Visits 2499 


DNA provides the speech therapy service upon physician’s request. 


Additional services: 

The Dorset Elementary School Health Program is implemented by anurse’s attendance 
at school approximately 2 hours daily. The program includes the reviewing and up- 
dating of health records, administration and teaching of first aid, scoliosis screening, 
visual and hearing screenings, height and weight measurements, throat cultures, immu- 
nizations and fifth grade physicals. To insure adequate dental care for students, DNA 
sponsors a dental clinic and implements a fluoride rinse program weekly. The Vermont 
Department of Health provides the fluoride rinse as well as a dental hygienist who gives 
an annual dental screening and dental education for all students. The administration of 
immunizations, fifth grade physicals, dental clinic and the fluoride rinse require written 
parental permission. 


10 children received immunizations 

18 children attended dental clinics 

04 children were referred for possible visual problems 

08 children were referred for possible hearing problems 

99 children were enrolled in the fluoride rinse program 

60 children received scoliosis screening which resulted in one referral for further 
evaluation and treatment 

The School health program is funded by the Dorset School District. 


Long Trail School contracts with DNA for the following services: 

Vision and hearing screenings, referral and follow-up needed, immunizations and 
physical examinations for fifth graders, scoliosis screening, health record maintenance 
and health counselling. 


Monthly WELL CHILD CONFERENCES with an average attendance of 25 are held at the 
United Church of Dorset and East Rupert. The conferences are jointly sponsored by 
DNA and The Vermont Department of Health. Fifty Dorset children are enrolled. The 
Department of Health sends one nurse to the clinic, and furnishes all immunization 
materials. For the past several years, The Vermont Department of Health has paid for the 
services of the pediatrician. In January, 1981, 50% of the funding for the pediatrician’s 
time was cut. In order to continue the same quality of care, DNA now has a suggested fee 
(based on a person’s ability to pay) for Well-Child conference visits. To be eligible for 
state funds for payment for the pediatrician’s services, DNA is required to allow children 
from adjacent towns to attend our clinics. DNA administers the services and provides 
the majority of the staffing and follow-up required. 


Two PAP-SMEAR — BREAST SELF-EXAMINATION CLINICS sponsored by DNA, and 
the Vermont Division of American Cancer Society were held at the DNA office. A total of 
16 women from the surrounding area — 9 of whom resided in Dorset — attended the 
Clinics this past fiscal year. DNA has a suggested ten dollar fee for the service since fed- 
eral monies are no longer available. The processing of the pap-smear slides is funded by 
the Vermont Cancer Society. 
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Monthly freee BLOOD PRESSURE CLINICS are held at the DNA office with an average 
attendance of 9. Ninety Dorset residents attended this past fiscal year. OFFICE VISITS 
are available for blood pressure readings, administration of physician ordered treat- 
ments or general health counseling. Two hundred twenty-two visits were made mainly 
by Dorset residents. 


Eighty-five area residents received influenza vaccine at two clinics sponsored by DNA. 


THE LOAN OF EQUIPMENT is a major service of DNA. Most of the equipment new to 
DNA this year was donated by community residents and includes: walkers, tub seats, a 
wheelchair, and canes. There is no fee for this service. All equipment donated is greatly 
appreciated. At least fifty-two area residents benefitted from this service. 


Five Heart Saver Training and Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation Certification (CPR) pro- 
grams taught by a qualified instructor were sponsored by DNA. Heart Saver Training is 
offered at no charge to the individual. A $5 fee for CPR Certification is required by the 
American Heart Association to fund necessary teaching supplies. Recertification for 
CPR is free of charge. Due to a generous donation, DNA was able to purchase an infant 
mannequin used for training area residents. 


At times in order for a person to remain safely within his/ner home, more care is needed 
than DNA’s intermittent home health services. In response to this recurring need, DNA 
has developed a Registry Service which families request or are referred to as appro- 
priate. The registry service consists of a listing of professional and non-professional 
caregivers who have notified DNA of their interest in providing private duty nursing, 
homemaking, and personal care in the home setting. 


In order to maintain the provision of quality care, staff members participated in a variety 
of continuing educational programs including care of the person with hypertension and 
heart disease, cardiopulmonary resuscitation recertification, patient teaching/learning, 
and care of the terminally ill person. 


The many services provided by DNA require a group of active volunteers from the com- 
munity. During the past year approximately 27 volunteers served a minimum of 600 
hours. Volunteer activities include transportation to the school dental clinics and other 
medical appointments, staffing of Well-Child conferences, assisting in the DNA office, 
packing and delivering Christmas baskets, providing school hearing and visual 
screening, staffing of influenza and breast self-examination pap-smear clinics and 
transportation of medical equipment. It would be most difficult to carry on our programs 
without the continual support of the corps of volunteers. 


FUNDING FOR HOME HEALTH SERVICES 

When a person is not eligible for benefits from Medicare, Medicaid, Office on Aging, Ver- 
mont State Human Services funds, Vocational Rehabilitation, Private Insurance, Vet- 
erans Administration, Cancer Society, or any other payment sources, a suggested fee 
scale is available for determining private payment for home visits. No one is denied ser- 
vices because of the inability to pay. The cost of home services not met by the usual 
reimbursement sources may also be funded by fund drive contributions, memorials, and 
interest from the Bertha Dillon Fund. Ten percent of the home health visits made this - 
past year were provided to residents unable to reimburse the agency for the cost of ser- 
vices. In March, DNA is asking for revenue sharing funds to pay for capital expenditures 
— such as painting the rear of the building, repair of the fire escape, and purchase of a 
new furnace boiler and burner. As of January 1, 1982, DNA has been notified of with- 
drawal of funding in two areas: office on aging funding for homemaker-home health aide 
services as well as funding from the Vermont Department of Health for influenza vac- 
cine. We anticipate further cuts in funding in 1982.

MANCHESTER RESCUE SQUAD, INC. 


This year the Manchester Rescue Squad responded to a total of 520 calls involving 
22,671 miles and 1,375 volunteer hours to complete. The breakdown is as follows: 


Manchester 316 Peru, Winhall 5 

Dorset 109 Bromley 3 

Rupert 9 Putnam Memorial Hospital 14 

Danby, Mt. Tabor 24 Rutland Hospital. SS 
Other 35 


Of these calls 366 were emergencies, 104 were transports, and 50 were fire standby 
and other types of standby calls. 

During the past year, the Squad took delivery of a 1974 Cadillac ambulance to re- 
place the 1972 Cadillac which had traveled in excess of 90,000 miles. This vehicle will be 
used to transport patients from various locations to free up our two primary modular 
vehicles for emergency responses. In this way we will have the emergency equipment 
readily available to serve the area with the best possible twenty-four hour emergency 
medical care. 

During the past year the Squad accepted five new members. They are Mr. Lawrence 
Tron of Winhall, Mrs. Dorothy Totten of Dorset, Dr. Raymond Koch of Manchester, Mr. 
Gary Gaiotti of Danby and Ms. Holly Mason of East Dorset. Additionally, they offered a 
fifty-two hour Advanced First Aid Course and nine hour CPR Course to the community. 
It was attended by seventeen citizens and involved over one thousand volunteer instruc- 
tor hours by members of the Squad. Additionally, the Squad presented emergency first 
aid courses to various businesses, restaurants and community groups. 

Finally, the Manchester Rescue Squad, Inc., is a completely voluntary organization 
existing solely on contributions. We would like to thank all those individuals, organiza- 
tions and communities which have so generously contributed to our support.

RETIRED SENIOR VOLUNTEER PROGRAM 


The Town of Dorset has a wealth of diverse talents and skills in their retired resi- 
dents who are ready and willing to contribute their time to help both the Dorset and 
Manchester communities. 

Out of the 50 Retiied Senior Volunteers working in the 16 non-profit agencies in the 
Manchester and Dorset areas, 17 are Dorset residents. Three Dorset agencies have 
directly benefitted from the Dorset volunteers in the past year. These are the Dorset 
Elementary School, the Dorset Town Clerk’s Office, and the Long Trail School. Many 
agencies which are located in Manchester are just as vital to the well-being of the Dorset 
community. Retired Senior Volunteers contributed many hours to Hildene, the Man- 
chester Rescue Squad, Manchester Chamber of Commerce, The Northshire Senior 
Center, Manchester Nutrition Program, Burr and Burton Seminary, The Green Mountain 
Community Schoolhouse, and the Bennington Rutland Supervisory Union. 

Dorset RSVP Volunteers serve in many areas, for example: 

—One man delivers hot meals to home-bound elder persons for the Nutrition 
Program. 

—Four have staffed the Manchester Chamber of Commerce information 
booth. 

—Four women work at Burr and Burton Seminary as reading aides. 

—One Dorset woman was instrumental in establishing a Medicare Informa- 
tion Hotline for the Manchester/Dorset area. 

The Federal Government instructs the Retired Senior Volunteer Program to ask 
towns to make a contribution to cover costs incurred locally. So, town funds are needed 
to meet essential RSVP Northshire Program costs to insure that elder volunteers may 
serve without out-of-pocket expense. Program expenses include the high cost of volun- 
teer insurance coverage and volunteer transportation reimbursement. 

We ask the town to continue to support the effort of this program to help serve older 
persons and the communities in which they live.

PLANNING COMMISSION AND ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Planning Commission, responsible for the content of the Town Plan and for the 
continuing evaluation and administration of the Zoning By-Laws, met 11 times during 
1981. The meetings included 2 public hearings for site plan reviews. 

The Zoning Administrator, Mr. William T. Burns, reports 73 permits issued (16 new 
houses including 1 mobile home, 21 alterations, 26 accessory buildings, 2 change of 
use, and 8 other). The number of permits issed increased by 3 from last year. 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment, responsible for hearing appeals, authorizing per- 
mits for conditional uses and granting variances in accordance with State statutes, held 
11 public hearings to consider requests for variances and/or conditional use permits. 
Four requests were approved and seven were denied.

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BENNINGTON COUNTY REGIONAL COMMISSION 


Federalism — Block Grants. The transfer of certain program functions and responsibili- 
ties to States and Local Governments suggests a need for loca! officials to be informed 
of potential costs or benefits. The BCRC has and continues to serve as a bridge to assess 
the merits of various strategies to improve federal-state-local partnerships. Any shift in 
responsibility is inseparable from funding and the later is now being considered by the 
Administration and Congress. One proposal would increase participation in General 
Revenue Sharing as a means of turning back revenue to States and Localities. The pro- 
posal acknowledges a reduction in categorical grant programs and a transfer of pro- 
gram responsibilities. State and local offcials will need to determine which projects- 
programs are most needed in their specific areas under this proposal. 


Municipal Management. Assistance was provided to Boards of Selectmen in anumber of 
areas such as transportation, municipal solid waste, sewage disposal, revenue sharing, 
economic development, grant applications, reporting and compliance procedures. 
Some specific tasks include: ranking transportation projects for state investment, con- 
verting class three roads to class four status, updating the 1976 financial status reports 
by town, preparing septic system installation ordinances in three towns, and preparing a 
study design for evaluating growth and expenses in the Town of Bennington. 


Plans and Zoning Bylaws. At the request of several towns, a review was conducted to 
determine the validity of adoption procedures for plans and zoning bylaws. Recognizing 
the complex procedures for adoption in the State law, a bill is currently before the legis- 
lature which would establish a statute of limitation for this type of legal attack. Assis- 
tance to update and adopt town plans, and zoning bylaws was provided to Sunderland, 
Manchester, Bennington, Rupert, Shaftsbury, Sandgate, North Bennington, Pownal, 
Peru, Landgrove and Dorset. Efforts ranged from specific amendments to comprehen- 
sive revisions as in the Bennington Town Plan. The BCRC ‘Model’ zoning bylaw. 


Transportation. Meetings were held to evaluate transportation needs in the Regicn and 
Towns. Selectmen, Legislators, and Commissioners joined in discussions to evaluate 
major highway projects, Bennington State Airport, Public Transportation and Railroads. 
Additionally, Selectmen in each town were asked to identify the most important ‘state’ 
investments in their towns. A final report was printed and submitted as testimony to 
State officials. It also serves as a point of departure for encouraging state investment 
consistent with the needs identified. Assistance was also provided in the area of coordi- 
nation and to BRT! and other transportation providers. 


Recreation. Site plans of existing conditions and revised development plans were pre- 
pared for the Howard Park in Shaftsbury. At the request of Pownal, a preliminary appli- 
cation was prepared for possible acquisition and development of Barber Pond for water- 
based recreation and other facilities. 


Sanitary Landfill. Discussions continued throughout the year concerning acquisition of 
the private landfill serving Arlington, Dorset, Manchester, Sandgate and Sunderland. A 
grant application was prepared and approved by the State to assist in site selection and 
preliminary engineering. Final engineering commenced at the existing landfill site to 
determine whether or not it could be certified under state requirements. A committee of 
the five towns has agreed to form a solid waste district for joint purchase and operation if 
an agreement can be reached with the owner. Peru, Landgrove, Londonderry and 
Rupert have also expressed interest in participation. The BCRC met with Bennington of- 
ficials to explore various options to reduce the volume of waste entering the landfill. 
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Citizen Participation, Training, Education. The BCRC and Bureau of Census co- 
sponsored a 1980 Census User Conference in Bennington. The all-day conference at- 
tracted more than 50 participants. In cooperation with the Tax Department-Property Tax 
Division, 10 training sessions for local listers were organized and held in Shaftsbury. 
Course #2 is being organized for March, 1982. A workshop on the Federal Flood Insur- 
ance was held in January. Several regular meetings of the BCRC focused on issues 
affecting the region and state: Mineral Resource Exploration-Gas/Oil, Vermont Ground- 
water Strategy, Regional Shopping Center Policy, Community Development Block 
Grants, ‘New Federalism’, Wind Turbine Project, State Aid to Education/Property Tax 


Reform, Vermonts Agricultural Policies, Proposed Forest Management Plan, State 10 
Year Transportation Plan. In some cases, actions in the form of resolutions were 
adopted by the Commission. 


Other Reports, Programs, Projects. Affiliate Data Center for the 1980 Census, Participa- 
tion on Governors Comunity Development Block Grant Committee, Draft Energy Strat- 
egy for the Bennington Region, Report to Joint Legislative Transportation Study Com- 
mittee, An Agenda for the 80’s, Recreation, Tourism and Energy, Manchester Area, 
Economic Development Studies in Pownal, 85% completion of the Air Quality Study, 
Grant Applications for Several Towns, Plans, Zoning Bylaws, Sanitary Ordinances for 
several towns, Update of general reports on town finances, Incorporation of Bennington 
Regional Land Trust and Conservation Fund, Coordination and Transition Plan for 
Transportation Services, Printing and Maps for Towns, Technical Memoranda to local

Bennington County Humane Society, Inc., continues to meet the demand for its services 
and to render quality service in the field of animal welfare. We acknowledge with grati- 
tude the $550.00 appropriation voted by the Town of Dorset in 1981 to help us continue 
service to your town. 


During 1981 we handled eighty-eight animals from Dorset. 


The total cared for at the Ann Edwards Memorial Shelter in 1981 was 986 cats, 965 dogs 
and 62 miscellaneous small animals and birds for a total of 2012. 


We rescued and transported to the shelter, 227 ill, injured, neglected, abused and un- 
wanted animals and investigated forty-six complaints of abuse and/or neglect. 


One of our Dorset rescues occurred at midnight to give comfort and transport to the 
Green Mountain Veterinary Hospital, a badly injured small dog left beside Route 30 after 
being hit by a passing auto. 

Again we look forward to continuing our service to the Town of Dorset in 1982 with the 
same mutual cooperation that has been enjoyed in the past in an attempt to better the 
lives of the pet animals that bring so much pleasure and happiness to us.

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DORSET VILLAGE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


With the same dedicated staff, the Library has been able to continue serving the 
Community for 17 hours a week during 1981. Our Saturday hours from 10:00 to noon 
have proven popular. Our circulation has reached 21,941, nearly 6% above 1980 and a 
record. Our inventory of books and other material is approximately 13,650, the highest 
ever, in spite of the enormous increase in the cost of books. In addition, through co- 
operation with the Special Services Unit of the Vermont Department of Libraries, addi- 
tional material such as large-print books may be borrowed. The Library was thankful to 
receive a Town appropriation of $250 toward these accomplishments. 

In June, together with the State Department of Libraries, a children’s program of 
puppets and slides was sponsored at the church vestry. The theme was “Dinosaurs”, and 
it was attended by 65 to 70 people. This initiated our Story Hour program, which con- 
tinued until the end of October. 

Twelve exhibitions were shown in our Mcintyre Gallery during the year; ten of oil 
paintings; one of color photography; and one of crafts. Several area artists are already 
preparing to exhibit next year, and everyone is invited to enjoy these shows. 

With the Revenue Sharing funds granted us, the Library building was insulated, and 
a savings of fuel initiated which will continue to be felt in the years to come. It became 
advisable to have more lighting, especially in the childrens’ room, and this was 
accomplished. 

The outdoor, biennial Antiques Fair around the Village Green was held in July, with 
more than exhibitors and the largest attendance ever. With the inspirational efforts of 
our volunteers, the Library realized $7,276 from the undertaking. Our other income 
came, as usual, principally from our contributors and return on endowment, and 
amounted to approximately $23,400. With the profit from the Fair added, our receipts 
totalled approximately $30,700. This will compare with expenses in 1981 (at an all time 
high) of approximately $22,000, but income from the Fair must be apportioned to cover 
probable deficits in the years when no Fair is scheduled or weather prevents it. We grate- 
fully go into 1982, when no Fair will be held, with a slight surplus. Copies of the final 
financial statement are available at the Library. The Board of Trustees holds regular 
meetings once a month, and four of these were warned to the public. 

A copy machine is to be installed for the use of patrons of the Library, and copies 
may be made during Library hours for a small fee.

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NATIONAL FOREST REPORT 


The Green Mountain National Forest celebrates its 50th anniversary in 1982. Through 
several legal actions by theState of Vermont and the federal government and support by 
the local Towns, the National Forest was formally established by Presidential Proclama- 
tion on April 25, 1932. 


Throughout the intervening years, development and utilization of the National Forest 
has been coordinated with the Towns in and around the Forest. Hopefully, such co- 
operation has enabled the Forest and its staff to serve you in amanner which meets both 
demands on the resources and public use desires. 


One of the festivities we will highlight is a picnic at Hapgood Pond Recreation Area in 
Peru on August 28, 1982. Hapgood Pond has been selected as an appropriate site for the 
picnic because it was among the first tracts of land acquired by the Green Mountain 
National Forest in 1932. You are all invited to participate. 


We will have plenty of activities going on, such as guided tours, a lumberjack contest, the 
Vermont Fiddler’s playing, etc. The Governor and Vermont Congressional Delegation 
will be invited. (Gmokey Bear and Woodsy Owl will also make a guest appearance). 


We look forward to visiting with our local families and communities. 


The National Forest is about halfway through its new planning process. When com- 
pleted in October 1983, the plan will set direction for management of all National Forest 
lands and resources. Ten management options have been identified and will be as- 
signed to different areas of the Forest. How these management options are applied to 
areas in and around your Town will determine the future conditions of these lands with 
regard to visual appearance, types of Wildlife and recreation opportunities, availability 
of forest products, etc. The primary options for managing National Forest land are with 
emphasis on woodfiber production, open lands (meadows), continuous forest cover (no 
clearcuts), management for high quality sawtimber, deer wintering areas, primitive 
(wilderness), semi-primitive (few roads but snowmobiles are permitted), highly de- 
veloped recreation (Campgrounds, ski areas, etc.) and an option for protecting aspecial 
scenic or scientific value. 


We hope that you will help us select the best management options for your area during 
the months ahead. 


With the increase demand for fuelwood, much of the easy to reach material is gone, but 
as in the past we expect to continue to issue free permits for removal of up to 5 cords of 
dead or down trees for fuelwood. To increase the availability of firewood, we sell blocks 
of dead and low quality timber to commercial cutters in areas which may require the use 
of heavy equipment. 


Loggers, cutting sawtimber and pulpwood on National Forest lands will sell fuelwood to 
private individuals.
